Excluded 
candidates 
give Plan C

S everal District 8 supervisorial 
candidates who were excluded 
from the Plan C neighborhood 
organization’s “Candidate Bake-Off” 
forum last week didn’t mince any 
words about the apparent intentional 
freeze-out by group leaders. 

Candidate Shawn O’Hearn attend¬ 
ed the forum last Wednesday, July 24 
at Congregation Sha’ar Zahav, but left 
shortly after it started when he real¬ 
ized Plan C leaders would not change 
their mind about intentionally ex¬ 
cluding candidates. 

“I find it a fascinating group, led, 
from what I can tell, by affluent white 
men,” said O’Hearn, who himself is 
white. 

O’Hearn said he felt the snub was 
ironic, given that he supports the 
Home Ownership Program for Every¬ 
one and Care Not Cash, two Novem¬ 
ber ballot issues that were the focus of 
the Plan C forum. Plan C members 
actively support both measures, ac¬ 
cording to a recent guest opinion 
piece in the San Francisco Examiner 
written by Mike Sullivan, chair of 
Plan C. 

At last week’s forum, Sullivan told 
the Bay Area Reporter that the Plan C 
board picked the candidates it would 
invite and that not all candidates were 
asked to participate.

W hen dozens of adult-but-young 
queer folks gathered on July 19 for 
the six-month anniversary of Q- 
Force, they came as community- 
minded activists, service-oriented volunteers, 
and avid social butterflies. 

But most of all, they came to celebrate 
their staying power as one of the first organi¬ 
zations to address the gap that often pertains 
to their age group: Q-Force - the Bay Area’s 
only lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender, inter¬ 
sex, queer, and questioning volunteer organi¬ 
zation for people ages 18-28 - was created to 
recognize that the needs of queer youth “do 
not magically disappear at the age of 23,” ac¬ 
cording to a statement from the organization. 
And judging from the overwhelming response 
to the creation of Q-Force - it has enlisted 
over 200 members since its January launch - 
it’s evident that the group’s existence is a nec¬ 
essary part of many lives. 

Most LGBT youth programs are available 
only to people under 23 years old, overlook¬ 
ing a large segment of the population that 
may come out later or not be ready to ease 
into the larger gay world during their 20s. It’s 
called “aging out,” according to Q-Force 
founder and programs director Ned Howey, 
who turned 24 this year, and until the predica¬ 
ment is addressed, under-30 but over-18 
young people will find themselves without 
enough appropriate services or activities. 

“The lack of services to support queer peo¬ 
ple ‘aging out’ of youth services is of great 
concern as the needs of this group of people 
are quite extensive,” said Howey. “The reality 
is that many people do not even come out as

women were wearing helmets. 

They were hit by a stolen car allegedly oc¬ 
cupied by two boys aged 14 and 15. The car 
was speeding northbound on Dolores when 
it ran a red light, hitting the motorcycle 
which was traveling westbound on 18th 
Street. The crash sent the women airborne. 
The two teenagers abandoned the car and 
ran away but police caught them nearby. 

“It’s incredible what kind of impact these 
people had,” Galena’s partner, Cheryl Kuzara, 
said, referring to the teenage suspects. 

Kuzara tearfully told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that she’s frustrated that because the 
suspects are juveniles, she won’t be able to 
confront them in open court. 

“I’m not going to ever be able to see these 
kids and the only reaction they are going to 
get from me or anybody else who cared 
about [Galena] is through the media,” said a 
sobbing Kuzara. 

Several of Galena’s friends who gathered 
at a makeshift memorial at the accident site 
on Monday night, July 29, echoed Kuzara’s 
sentiments. 

“I would love to trade their combined 29 
years for a 28-year-old friend of mine,” said 
Brendan Byrne, a former co-worker of Gale¬ 
na’s at the Foreign Cinema restaurant. Gale¬ 
na waited tables at the restaurant before leav¬ 
ing to work for another restaurant, Chaya

LBGTIQ until after they have surpassed the 
23-year-old age limit that youth services tar¬ 
get. People who come out after this age are left 
with few support services to help them.

Pride donations 
break another record

W hile most events and 
fundraisers have report¬ 
ed losses this year in 
comparison to past earnings, the 
San Francisco LGBT Pride Parade 
and Celebration has announced 
that its 2002 festivities, “Be Your¬ 
self, Change the World,” brought 
in more money than ever for local 
community groups. 

Bucking a national trend and 
defying a troubled economy, Pride 
raised $129,755 for its benefiting 
organizations, an 18 percent in¬ 
crease over last year’s record- 
breaking amount. The bulk of 
such funds comes from entrance 
donations and beverage sales, and 
the benefiting organizations - 43 
in all - are all a part of the “com¬ 
munity partners program,” where 
Pride rewards organizations that 
provide volunteers for the event. 

“Our goal was to sustain the 
level of community reinvestment 
we achieved last year,” said Pride 
President Joshua Smith. “It gives 
me great satisfaction that we’ve 


exceeded that.” 

Pride Executive Director Teddy 
Witherington attributed the in¬ 
creased donations to good atten¬ 
dance, which he estimates as about 
the same - 1 million people - as 
last year, and beautiful weather. 

“When it’s sunny, people are 
happier,” said Witherington. 
“They’re more inclined to give.” 

Entrance donations to the 
Pride festival for the past several 
years have been a suggested $3 at 
the gate, which allowed donors $ 1 
off their drinks at the fair, thereby 
stimulating beverage sales as well. 
The nearly $130,000 raised this 
year will be divided equally for 
hours worked, and proportionate¬ 
ly according to which organiza¬ 
tions staffed particular booths and 
where individual volunteers de¬ 
cided to designate their “salaries” 
for donation. Many volunteers, 
said Witherington, chose Pets Are 
Wonderful Support as their de¬ 
signee, which garnered that orga¬ 
nization an extra $2,375 on top of 
its lump sum. 

PAWS Executive Director Erin 
Farrell said that her organization 


plans to use the money to imple¬ 
ment its two-year strategic plan. 

“We’ll be using the funds to 
build the capacity of the organiza¬ 
tion,” said Farrell. “We’ll be mov¬ 
ing in September to 7th and Mis¬ 
sion streets, and combining our 
pet food bank and office space in 
order to be more efficient. This is 
a big deal for us, and the money 
will help in that regard.” 

San Francisco Pride awarded 
checks to community groups at a 
celebration at the LGBT Commu¬ 
nity Center on Monday, July 29. 

Also to be donated, said With¬ 
erington, are some smaller grants 
not yet distributed, and a large 
amount of leftover beverages 
which will go to other communi¬ 
ty events. San Francisco Pride will 
be a sponsor of East Bay Pride this 
year, and is talking with Project 
Open Hand about donating some 
of its beverages to that program. 

“These smaller gifts mean that 
by the end of our fiscal year in 
September,” said Witherington, 
“we will have come close to giving 
back over $150,000 to the com¬ 
munity.” ▼ 


SF judges sever ties with the Boy Scouts

I n an effort to address bias 
against gays in the court system, 
the Superior Court of San Fran¬ 
cisco has severed ties with the Boy 
Scouts of America due to its ban on 
homosexuals. It is the first court in 
the state to adopt such a policy. 

In a unanimous vote on July 
11, the court’s judges and com¬ 
missioners adopted a policy pro¬ 
hibiting members from activities 
that may give the appearance of 
bias based on sexual orientation. 
The policy states judges may not 
participate in any organization 
that discriminates on the basis of 
sexual orientation by excluding 
members on the ground that their 
sexual orientation alone renders 
them “unclean”, “immoral,” or 
“unfit.” 

The Bar Association of San 
Francisco pushed for the vote be¬ 
cause of the Boy Scouts’ position 
that gays and lesbians are not 


“morally fit.” Already, the lawyers 
are pushing for judges in other 
counties across the state to adopt 
the same policy. 

“Based on what I know, this is 
the first type of action for any 
court to adopt a specific policy 
agreeing it is inappropriate for a 
judicial officer to hold a position 
in any organization that excludes 
gays,” said Angela Bradstreet, a les¬ 
bian who is president of the Bar 
Association. “I went to the San 
Francisco Superior Court first be¬ 
cause I had every hope the judges 
would be receptive and that they 
would concur this was an impor¬ 
tant decision.” 

Since 1995, California judges 
have adhered to ethical standards 
that forbid membership in orga¬ 
nizations that discriminate against 
lesbians and gays but exempted 
“nonprofit youth organizations.” 
The issue of the Boy Scouts be¬ 
came problematic when the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled 5-4 in June 
2000 to uphold BSA’s argument 


that homosexuals did not fit in 
with its code requiring Scouts to 
be “morally straight” and “clean.” 

“Given that decision, how can 
a judge belong to a Boy Scout 
troop without creating an appear¬ 
ance of bias to gays and lesbians?” 
asked Laurie Simonson, co-chair 
of the Bar Association’s sexual ori¬ 
entation committee. 

In announcing the new policy, 
which is effective immediately, the 
Superior Court judges stated their 
action is in line with the tradition 
of the courts to respect the rights 
and dignity of all litigants and 
counsel who appear before the 
bench. 

“The San Francisco bench has 
always appreciated the diversity of 
its own members and of the citi¬ 
zens who have occasion to deal 
with the court system,” said Judge 
Ronald Quidachay, presiding 
judge of the Superior Court of 
San Francisco. “We are pleased to 
have the opportunity to reconfirm 
that commitment.” ▼

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Radulovich launches 
his race for supervisor

’ om Radulovich, an elected 
member of the BART board 

- of directors, officially threw 
his hat into the ring for District 8 
supervisor Monday, July 29, at a 
packed campaign kickoff at the 
Dolores Park Cafe. 

Radulovich, who is openly gay, 
had a diverse crowd of about 75 sup¬ 
porters on hand as he told the audi¬ 
ence that the race will be difficult, 
but that he relishes a tough fight. He 
is running in a crowded field to re¬ 
place San Francisco Supervisor 
Mark Leno, who is running for the 
13th District Assembly seat and is 
expected to win in November. 

Campaign spokeswoman Julie 
Davis said that the event raised 
about $7,000. 

“I came out of the environ¬ 
mental movement,” Radulovich 
said. “I’m an environmentalist and 
I love cities and I’m really dedicat¬ 
ed to making cities work. 

“I think I have a radical pro¬ 
gram for the city,” he added, after 
other speakers noted his progres¬ 
sive background. 

“He’s very smart and has an 
eye for detail,” said Supervisor 
Matt Gonzalez, a supporter. 
“Tom’s radical but he’s so good at 
it he makes people think he’s not 
dangerous. We need good, pro¬ 
gressive people.” 

Leno has endorsed Radulovich 
in the race and was on hand Mon-

day to introduce the candidate. 

“I agree that Tom is radical be¬ 
cause with his very deep progressive 
roots, he has the tenacity to sit on 
SPUR’s [San Francisco Planning 
and Urban Research Association] 
board,” Leno quipped. “Tom has 
been a really great teacher to me. We 
worked together on so many pro¬ 
jects. I just think Tom Radulovich is 
exactly what District 8 needs.” 

Noted Jon Rainwater, with the 
League of Conservation Voters: 
“There’s no one with a sharper 
mind on environmental policy, on 
housing policy, and on trans¬ 
portation policy. I see this cam¬ 
paign as building a livable com¬ 
munity for District 8.” 

Radulovich has a background 
in environmental and transporta¬ 
tion issues. He has served on the 
BART board for six years and was 
also one of the key people behind 
the Octavia Boulevard plan that 
was first approved by voters, then 


rejected by voters, and finally ap¬ 
proved again as the alternative to 
the Central Freeway retrofit. 

Radulovich said that it’s impor¬ 
tant for people of differing ideas to 
work together, and that he has 
done so on various projects, in¬ 
cluding neighborhood planning. 

“That’s how it happens - you 
sit in a room and bring ideas for¬ 
ward,” he said. 

One of the biggest issues facing 
the district and the city as a whole 
is homelessness, Radulovich said, 
adding that he discussed ideas with 
former Mayor Art Agnos. What’s 
needed is for the city to refocus on 
the continuum of care, he said. 

“The problem is the city’s 
never implemented it,” he said of 
the program. 

The candidate also spoke out 
against Supervisor Tony Hall’s 
Home Ownership Program for 
Everyone. “At the end of the day, 
HOPE doesn’t create a single new 
unit of housing,” Radulovich said. 

Radulovich emphasized that 
even though people may have 
sharp differences on some issues, 
they can usually find common 
ground on others, and that’s 
where people should start work¬ 
ing together. 

“Where we agree, let’s move 
forward,” he said. T

LGBT cops start 
new advocacy group

11 bout 60 gay and lesbian San 
Francisco cops jammed a 
Wm meeting room at 18th and 
Castro last Thursday, July 25 to 
start an advocacy group for San 
Francisco’s LGBT police officers. 

Some were in uniform. About 
a third were women. When the 
chairs were full, they sat on the 
floor and overflowed into the hall 
and out the door. 

According to the organizers, 
Lieutenant Judie Pursell and In¬ 
spector Lea Militello, the meeting 
had been planned for several 
months and both of them said 
that they had expected a quiet 
gathering. 

“Maybe we’d form a steering 
committee, and that would be it,” 
said Pursell. 

But that was not to be. The

cops in the anteroom had to push 
back against the walls when 
Deputy Chief Mindy Pengel and 
Police Commissioner Wayne Fri¬ 
day, who is also a B.A.R. colum¬ 
nist, came up the stairs.

Pengel was the reason they 
were all there. She is San Francis¬ 
co’s highest-ranking queer cop 
and head of investigations. She 
had, according to Pursell and 
Militello, been threatened with 
demotion or forced retirement in 
a command shakeup by new Po¬ 
lice Chief Earl Sanders. 

“If they had their way, I’d be 
gone now,” said Pengel. Instead, 
after an intense lobbying effort by 
LGBT police officers, politicians, 
and other supporters, Sanders an¬ 
nounced at a Police Commission 
meeting that Pengel would remain 
as one of four deputy chiefs but 
would be transferred from investi¬ 
gations to the airport, whose po¬ 
lice force Pengel had helped merge 
with the SFPD.

Supe candidates square

The “Candidate Bake-Off” 
forum, held July 24 at Congrega¬ 
tion Sha’ar Zahav was sponsored 
by the Plan C neighborhood 
group and featured some - but 
not all - of the candidates [see 
story, page 1 ] for District 6, which 
includes South of Market and the 
Tenderloin, and District 8, which 
includes the Castro and Noe Val¬ 
ley. 

Primarily, the forum was held 
to give attendees a chance to hear 
how the candidates stand on two 
ballot measures - Supervisor Tony 
Hall’s Home Ownership Program 
for Everyone and Supervisor 
Gavin Newsom’s Care Not Cash. 
Plan C members support both 
proposals, according to chair 
Michael Sullivan. 

HOPE would, according to 
proponents, provide tenants the 
opportunity to buy the units in 
which they already live for sub¬ 
stantially less than the price of a 
single-family home or condo. 
Under the proposal, if at least 25 
percent of the tenants in the 
building and the owner of the 
building agree, the tenants could 
by their apartments. Tenants who 
don’t wish to buy could remain in 
their units with stronger eviction 
protections and the same rent 
control they currently enjoy. 

Opponents dispute those 
claims. Attorney Steve Collier told 
the Bay Area Reporter that because 
the median price of a condo is so 
high in San Francisco - $450,000 
- most tenants wouldn’t be able to 
afford to buy their units. Collier 
also noted there are no real provi¬ 
sions in the measure to ensure af¬ 
fordability of housing. 

“Practically speaking, an 


owner is not going to convert the 
building [to condos] for altruistic 
reasons,” Collier said. 

Newsom’s CNC ballot measure 
would cut general assistance 
checks to the homeless to $59 per 
month from the current $395 per 
month and provide services such 
as access to housing and treatment 
for substance abuse or mental 
health issues. Many supporters of 
the measure say that the vast ma¬ 
jority of GA funds are spent on 
drugs or alcohol, with the home¬ 
less still on the street. 

Opponents of CNC say that 
Newsom’s initiative would just 
lead to an increase in the number 
of homeless, and would not guar¬ 
antee other services. They also 
argue that not all homeless people 
use their GA money for illicit drug 
purchases. 

District 8 candidates who were 
invited included Bevan Dufty, 
Tom Radulovich, and Eileen 
Hansen, who did not attend. In¬ 
vited District 6 candidates includ¬ 
ed Michael Sweet, Garrett Jenkins, 
Roger Gordon, and incumbent 
Supervisor Chris Daly, who did 
not attend. 

Hansen told the B.A.R. that she 
had two previous commitments 
but that to its credit, Plan C invit¬ 
ed her to the forum, knowing that 
she does not support either the 
HOPE or CNC initiatives. 

“I’m not avoiding these meet¬ 
ings,” Hansen said, adding that she 
recently spoke at a forum spon¬ 
sored by the Small Property Own¬ 
ers Association, where she came 
out against the two ballot mea¬ 
sures. 

Once introductions were con¬ 
cluded, the candidates participat¬ 
ing in the forum were asked to 
provide a yes or no answer to 
whether they support HOPE. 

Dufty said he supports HOPE 
because home ownership is im¬ 
portant and should be higher in 
San Francisco than the estimated 
30 percent. 

Radulovich said he “does not 
support HOPE right now.” He 
noted that the fact that HOPE is 
on the ballot shows a failure on 


the part of elected officials to leg¬ 
islatively solve the issue. He said 
he does support tenant home 
ownership. 

Sweet said he supports HOPE. 
“Seventy percent of the people are 
tenants. They don’t have the same 
kind of commitment to the city,” 
Sweet said. 

Jenkins said he too, supports 
HOPE. “If an individual owns a 
piece of property it’s an improved 
community,” he explained. 

Gordon said he opposes 
HOPE. “I think HOPE is an at¬ 
tempt to play off people,” Gordon 
said. He added that people in his 
district “don’t have access to capi¬ 
tal” to purchase their homes, and 
that HOPE would erode rent con¬ 
trol “and that would hurt the folks 
in my district.” 

On the issue of CNC, the can¬ 
didates were again asked to give a 
yes or no answer. 

“I absolutely support Care Not 
Cash,” Dufty said. “The number 
one issue I worked on for five 
years was homelessness. I don’t see 
how someone can’t support this 
and then point the finger at gov¬ 
ernment.” 

Dufty had served as director of 
the Mayor’s Office of Neighbor¬ 
hood Services under Mayor Willie 
Brown. 

Radulovich said he does not 
support CNC. “The flaw is the ser¬ 
vice delivery system. It’s broken,” 
he said. “We are, unfortunately, 
pitching people into the service 
delivery system. Can it catch 
them?” 

Sweet said he supports CNC. 
“The evidence is out there that 
money is used for substances peo¬ 
ple use to kill themselves,” he said. 

Jenkins also supports CNC. “I 
live at ground zero - Turk and 
Mason streets,” he said, adding 
that he’s aware that not all GA re¬ 
cipients use their money for 
drugs. 

Gordon said he supports CNC. 
“CNC is a vote of no confidence,” 
he said, adding that the city has 
developed a huge bureaucracy 
around the homeless but that the 
problem is not being solved. ▼

0’Hearn kicks off 
campaign for Dist. 8

D espite already being labeled 
an underdog in the race to 
replace Supervisor Mark 
Leno and represent District 8 on 
the Board of Supervisors, Shawn 
O’Hearn kicked off his campaign 
last Saturday, July 27 with a low- 
key event at his Duboce Triangle 
apartment. 

Surrounded by a dozen friends 
and supporters, O’Hearn official¬ 
ly began his fourth campaign to 
become a city supervisor. The 39- 
year-old openly gay man ran un¬ 
successfully for a citywide super¬ 
visor seat in 1996 and 1998, and in 
2000, he lost a bid for the newly 
created District 8 seat. 

Yet he is leaving the adage 
“three strikes you’re out” for when 
he plays on the SF Comets softball 
team and not for his political am¬ 
bitions. He points to his being 
elected in March 2000 to the De¬ 
mocratic County Central Com¬ 
mittee as proof that he is capable 
of winning votes, though he lost 
re-election to that seat in March. 

“I am tenacious,” explains O’¬ 
Hearn, a management assistant in 
the HIV/STD education office at 
City College, as to why he decided 
to once again campaign for polit¬ 
ical office. “I want to make a dif¬ 
ference where I live. I feel I am in 
touch with what a lot of people 
care about.” 

Also bolstering O’Hearn’s drive 

is the fact that the boundaries for 

the district, which encompasses 
the Castro, Diamond Heights and 
Noe Valley, have changed since the 
last election. Due to redistricting, 
10,000 new people have been 
added to the district from parts of 
the Mission, Glen Park, and the 
lower Haight. 

To date, O’Hearn has only 
raised $2,500 toward his cam¬ 
paign. A progressive grassroots 
candidate, he faces tough compe¬ 
tition for Leno’s seat from openly 
gay BART board director Tom 
Radulovich; Bevan Dufty, who is 
also openly gay and a former aide 
to Mayor Willie Brown; Eileen 
Hansen, an out lesbian who nar¬ 
rowly lost to Leno in the runoff 
election for the seat in 2000; and 
newcomer Veronika Cauley, an 
African American transgender ac¬ 
tivist. 

Although he is not favored to 
win the election, O’Hearn did 
have political insiders’ tongues 


wagging this spring when he 
linked his political Web site with 
his personal Web site that sported 
a scantily clad photo of himself. 
He defended the linking of the 
two sites as an example of how he 
is representative of most of the 
residents of the district who are 
mainly gay men. 

“I am not going to pretend on 
any level that I am not a sexual 
person,” he told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter in June. 

On several issues voters will 
decide in November, O’Hearn said 
he believes that he shares the same 
sentiments on housing and home¬ 
less issues with residents of the 
district. He already has come out 
in support of Supervisor Gavin 
Newsom’s Care Not Cash initia¬ 
tive, which will reduce the amount 
of money the city doles out each 
month to the homeless and in¬ 
stead spend it on services. O’¬ 
Hearn says he also supports the 
Home Ownership Program for 
Everyone sponsored by Supervi¬ 
sor Tony Hall. 

“I am the only one who has 
gone on record formally support¬ 
ing Gavin Newsom for mayor,” 
said O’Hearn. 

As for his own ideas if he is 
elected to represent District 8, 
O’Hearn wants to open a district 
office so residents do not need to 
travel to City Hall to pick up 
forms and ask questions. He also

wants to form a neighborhood 
advisory council that would meet 
every six months and be com¬ 
prised of representatives from the 
roughly 40 different community 
organizations in the district. 

“I am really going to talk about 
neighborhood issues,” he said. 

O’Hearn’s ability not only to 
talk about but also listen to peo¬ 
ple’s concerns is why friend and 
softball teammate Vince Calvarese 
is supporting his campaign. 

“One thing I love about Shawn 
is he is normal. He is an average, 
normal human being,” said Cal¬ 
varese, who has been friends with 
O’Hearn for eight years. “Shawn 
really listens to the people who 
live in the district and not just the 
people with money.” ▼

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A wrinkle in Plan C 


N eighborhood organizations can be a 
good thing. They bring people togeth¬ 
er - often around specific concerns - 
and, depending on the wherewithal of active 
members, such groups often can affect posi¬ 
tive results either through lobbying for 
change at the legislative or bureaucratic level, 
or by energizing its members to vote in elec¬ 
tions. San Francisco, as you probably know, 
has numerous neighborhood associations 
and many have worked hard to make the city 
a better place in which to five and work. 

Plan C is one such organization. It was 
started about a year ago in a Noe Valley liv¬ 
ing room after a core group of six people be¬ 
came frustrated over the direction the city 
was taking, specifically on the issue of ten- 
ancies-in-common, and more generally on 
quality of life issues. Plan C’s chair, attorney 
Mike Sullivan, explained in a San Francisco 
Examiner op-ed piece that this group “de¬ 
cided it was time to stop complaining and 
become part of the solution.” According to 
Sullivan, response to Plan C has been over¬ 
whelming and it now has almost 450 mem¬ 
bers. Approximately 45 percent of those 
members live in Districts 6 and 8 - San 
Francisco’s South of Market and 
Castro/Noe Valley/Glen Park areas. Given 
those demographics, it’s not at all surpris¬ 
ing that Plan C decided to host a candidate 
forum for the people running for supervi¬ 
sor in those two districts. 

But with every new organization comes 
growing pains, and we identified a wrinkle 
when we attended the forum Plan C spon¬ 
sored last week - not all the candidates run¬ 
ning for District 6 and District 8 were even 
invited to participate in the meeting. In fact, 
some candidates weren’t even aware that 
there was a forum. When we asked Sullivan 
about this oversight, he told us that board 
members had pre-selected the candidates to 
appear before the group and that not all 
candidates were invited. 

There are a few problems with Plan C’s | 


approach to candidate forums. First, it di¬ 
minishes the democratic nature of elections. 
Candidate forums are part of the 
campaign process. We’re fortunate 
that in San Francisco, during an 
election season, numerous groups a 
step up to the plate and hold fo¬ 
rums, inviting all the candidates in 
a given race to appear. More impor¬ 
tant, however, is that Plan C’s decision to 
exclude some candidates deprived its 
own members of potentially 
hearing from all the people 
who are making sacrifices to 
run for public office; they de¬ 
serve to have their ideas and proposals dis¬ 
cussed, scrutinized, and debated. Finally, 
there is the issue of Plan C board members 


taking it upon themselves to determine 
which candidates may be more “viable” than 
others. While some candidates obviously 
have more financial resources or high¬ 
er name recognition than others, fo¬ 
rums offer an important way for those 
lesser-known candidates to share their 
platforms with potential voters. 

We strongly urge Plan C to change 
the format of any future forums so 
^ that all candidates for a given race 
are invited (whether they ap¬ 
pear, of course, is up to them). 
Plan C members should de¬ 
mand nothing less from their 
leaders if this neighborhood group is to 
grow into the legitimate grassroots organi¬ 
zation that its leaders envision. ▼ 




An open letter to gay priests

L ike many others in the gay community 
I raised my voice in support for you 
when your own church hierarchy was 
trying to shift the blame for the church’s 
child molestation scandal onto your backs. 
I even donated a few dollars to help get a full 
page “Open Letter” in your defense printed 
in the New York Times. 

Now that the pressure is off a little bit, I 
need to write an open letter - to you. You 
see, I’m starting to have a problem figuring 
out just why it is that the gay community 
should spend very much energy coming to 
your defense. From what I have read it ap¬ 
pears to be fairly accepted by everyone in¬ 
volved that somewhere between 30 to 40 
percent of all priests are gay. It also appears 
that a goodly number of those gay priests 
are sexually active. I’m not talking about the 
sexual accusations currently going around 
involving the pederasts. I am talking about 
the widespread news articles some months 
ago revealing the church’s efforts to cover up 
the fact that a substantial number of priests 
were dying of AIDS. It wasn’t hard to ex¬ 
trapolate from the numbers of the sick and 
dying that there must be a much larger pool 
of sexually active, but uninfected gay priests. 

I find it difficult, if not impossible, to de¬ 
fend the concept of sexually active priests. You 
promised, when you entered the priesthood, 
to refrain from sex. I understand that a lot of 
men, both gay and straight, leave the priest¬ 
hood after a few years, when they decide that 
having a sex life would be a better choice. I 
have nothing but respect for these men. 

But I don’t have any respect for the hyp¬ 
ocrite who spends one evening teaching 
teenagers the church line that even mastur¬ 
bation is a mortal sin, punishable by eterni¬ 
ty in hell, and the next evening in some 
bathhouse getting screwed. When you took 
the job you agreed to keep it in your pants. 
Most of your fellow priests - gay and 
straight - stay celibate. If you can’t do that 
any more, then get another job. 


As far as the present situation of gay 
priests in the Catholic Church; if you allow 
the church to take control of this it is fairly 
obvious that they will hunt each and every 
one of you down and find a reason to dis¬ 
miss you. They will do it by their own 
timetable, and at their own convenience, but 
they will do it. 

They will do it unless you call their bluff 
and refuse to allow them the luxury of fol¬ 
lowing that timetable. 

The church cannot afford to lose 30 to 
40 percent of its priests in one fell 
swoop. You know it, and they know 
it. They want to purge themselves of 
the gay priests in their midst, but 
they want the luxury of being able 
to do it a few at a time, so as not to 
cause a major disruption in the day 
to day operations of the church. 

The only hope for your 
survival is to come out. 

All at once. Together. 

Give the church the 
choice of either firing you all, or changing 
its stance on gay people. Church officials 
can’t afford to lose a third of their priests at 
once. Look at how strapped they are for 
priests right now. When I was a kid our 
parish rectory had four priests. A dozen or 
so nuns lived and taught at the Catholic 
grade school. Today not one priest or nun 
lives within the parish. Masses are said by a 
“circuit preacher” who rides into town on 
Sunday. This same pattern is seen across 
America. If you all left at once the church 
would be dealt a blow it might not recover 
from. Your bosses know that. It scares them. 

You all need to stand up together and 
say “We’re gay, and we are good priests. 
What are you going to do about it?” Octo¬ 
ber 11 is National Coming Out Day. It 
seems to me like that would be a fitting day 
to get together and take a stand. 

Do I think that you will stand up and ex¬ 
ercise the strength of your numbers? No. I 
think that you will let them pick you off one 
by one, like the Nazis did to us a generation 
ago. But that doesn’t really bother me. 


You see, I have very little love for the 
Catholic Church. Most of my bias comes 
from time spent volunteering at a gay crisis 
line. Far too many times we took calls from 
people who called us during a suicide at¬ 
tempt. The vast majority of those callers, the 
ones who actually tried to kill themselves, 
were Catholic and had turned to suicide 
after being unable to reconcile the church’s 
teachings with their own sexuality. Some¬ 
times we were able to get an ambulance to 
the person on time and other times, far too 
often, we weren’t. I saw much too much suf¬ 
fering and death directly attributable to the 
Catholic Church. The church has done 
nothing since then to cause me to 
change my biased feelings, but 
on the contrary has done a lot to 
harden them. 

As far as I can see, gay priests 
are enablers. You are help¬ 
ing prop up a corrupt, rot¬ 
ting institution. You are 
supporting an organiza¬ 
tion which actively attacks my civil rights 
whenever it can. You are part of an organiza¬ 
tion which time after time, in state after state 
and county after county, continues to lobby 
for changes in the law in order to force me 
and other GLBT people to be treated as sec¬ 
ond-class citizens in our own land. So don’t 
expect me to stand up for you anymore. I 
don’t want, by helping you, to be indirectly 
helping the church that you work for. 

If you are bound and determined that 
you want to stay in the church, and if you 
want to make it a safe place for gay people, 
such as the gay seminarians who will be fol¬ 
lowing in your footsteps, and the gay parish¬ 
ioners who worship in your congregations, 
then get it together. Pick up the phone and 
start calling other gay priests, or even priests 
that you just think might be gay. Start orga¬ 
nizing. Come out. The Lord helps those 
who help themselves. Hurry, you’re running 
out of time. ▼

“fox” and queried: “Why in the world would you need 
my phone number?” 

Her reply: “It’s the only accurate way we have of 
knowing how many persons we’ve served.” I gave her 
the number of the White House, a number I custom¬ 
arily give to those who have no earthly need for my 
own phone number. 

In the meantime, two mixed couples 
(boy/girl) entered Mecca and were swept 
away into an inner grotto never having 
had to offer so much as an eye flicker to 
gain admittance. Meanwhile maitressa said 
she was still working on clearing up that 
table, and we stood there idly consider¬ 
ing that gay discrimination probably 
does exist - but why on Market Street at 
an eating/drinking establishment on a gay Friday 
night - in effing San Francisco? 

We didn’t wait for an answer and departed won¬ 
dering how the ever-optimistic Candide would have 
handled this weird contretemps of manners, morals, 
and niche marketing in gay San Francisco, circa 2002.

Candidates should accept public funds 

Supervisor candidate Bevan Dufty noted in your 
recent article that people “are tired of even an ap¬ 
pearance of special interest money buying access” in 
City Hall [“Citing budget deficit, Dufty spurns public 
financing for supe race,” July 11]. 

Mr. Dufty’s response to this cynicism is self-im¬ 
posed limitations on the contributions his campaign 
is accepting. Common Cause believes there is an even 
better remedy. We are calling on all supervisor candi¬ 
dates to use the city’s new public campaign financing 
system - something Mr. Dufty has decided against. 

Voters approved public campaign financing for su¬ 
pervisor races in November 2000 through passage of 
Proposition O. Under this innovative program, can¬ 
didates who show a threshold level of community 
support and agree to limit their overall campaign 
spending receive a limited amount of “clean” cam¬ 
paign funds from the city. 

Mr. Dufty cited the city’s budget crunch in declin¬ 
ing public financing. However, the program is likely to 
cost a sliver - just .02 percent or approximately $1 
million - of the city’s $5.2 billion dollar budget. And 
if cleaner campaigns help eliminate just a handful of 
the questionable contracts doled out to generous 
campaign contributors, public financing actually may 
save the city significant sums. 

Voters approved public financing in November 
2000 to return fairness to our local political process 
and drive out special-interest money. Candidates who 
use public financing are not misusing our tax dollars; 
they are making good on our wise collective invest¬ 
ment in democracy.

Stop Dr. Laura

L ast month, I re¬ 
ceived a surprising 
piece of fan mail 
from Lew Bishop, the hus¬ 
band of Dr. Laura Sch 
lessinger. Bishop thanked me on 
his wife’s behalf for my “reasoned 
and fair column” criti¬ 
cizing members of 
the gay movement 
- most notably, 

GLAAD - for 
trying to shut 
down opposing 
points of 
view, includ¬ 
ing those of 
Dr. Laura. For 
20 years I’ve 
identified as a left- 
of-center lesbian-feminist, 
and since I don’t defend Sch- 
lessinger’s views, only her right to 
have them heard, Bishop’s e-mail 
threw me for a loop. It’s an un¬ 
comfortable experience for a pro¬ 
gressive lesbian writer to be 
praised by Dr. Laura, whom 
many consider a nemesis of 
the gay community. 

Complicating my feelings 
even further, Dr. Laura sent 
me a gift of two books. One 
was a copy of openly lesbian 
Tammy Bruce’s The New 
Thought Police: Inside 
the Left’s Assault on 
Free Speech and Free 
Minds, which 
was signed 

“Warmly, Dr. _ 

Laura.” The 

second was Schlessinger’s own re¬ 
cent publication, 10 Stupid Things 
Couples Do to Mess Up Their Rela¬ 
tionships, which was signed to me 
“in friendship.” 

I suppose I could have simply 
seen the books as a thoughtful 
gesture of outreach and left it at 
that. Among writers, presenting a 
colleague with a signed book is 
considered a token of respect and 
camaraderie. In Dr. Laura’s case, it 
may have even been an invitation 
to dialogue - and I have recently 
in my column advocated dialogue 
between people on opposite sides 
of a political spectrum, which she 
and I most certainly are. 

At the same time, I had to look 
at why receiving the e-mail and 
then the books made me feel

oddly disrespected - erased, even. 
Dr. Laura didn’t stop to consider 
that a progressive lesbian who 
criticizes a left-wing gay tactic or 
position might be capable of 
many shades of gray in her 
political thinking. To her, I 
was just simply and auto¬ 
matically a kindred spirit. 

I found it annoying, for ex¬ 
ample, given how public my 
politics are, to be mistaken 
for someone who would 
identify with Tammy 
Bruce, who also defends Dr. 

Laura’s free¬ 
dom to be 
heard but 
whose views 
I’m highly critical of. Bruce, a for¬ 
mer president of the Los Angeles 
chapter of NOW and radio talk- 
show host, has forged a successful 
new career in print and on TV by 
bashing the left she once considered 
herself part of. (Larry King loves 
that kind of stuff.) Like a string of 
other “bad girls” before her - 
Christina Hoff Sommers, Daphne 
Patai, Katie Roiphe, and Camille 
Paglia, to name a few - Bruce has 
found that women writers who 
blame feminism for society’s ills 
can score a lucrative book contract 
in seconds flat, because their con¬ 
troversial books get high-profile re¬ 
views and fly off the shelves. 

More annoyingly, though, the 
gift of Dr. Laura’s book on rela¬ 
tionships went further than just 


misreading my politics - it ren¬ 
dered me completely invisible as a 
lesbian. Although I didn’t read the 
entire volume, I spent a fair 
amount of time looking through 
the examples, curious to see if by 
some slim chance Dr. Laura had 
suddenly become like other 
straight self-help writers 
who incorporate sce¬ 
narios from same- 
sex relationships 
into their books. 
Would she actually 
acknowledge that 
'■s some of the prob¬ 
es lems facing couples - 
| like fighting over 
money, keeping se¬ 
crets, or not getting 
to know each other 
well enough before 
committing - are 
universal ones that 
also affect the gay people 
who listen and call in to her 
show? 

Not a chance. The “couples” re¬ 
ferred to in 10 Stupid Things are 
exclusively straight and mostly 
married - which makes the book a 
strange gift for an out lesbian who 
can’t legally marry her partner of 
almost 10 years and has written a 
book about the ups and downs of 
same-sex relationships. In fact, 
giving me that particular book “in 
friendship” was as disrespectful 
and self-absorbed as if I’d sent Dr. 
Laura, an observant Jew, a big old 
“Merry Christmas” card. 

I’m carefully considering what 
an appropriate response to my gift 
from Dr. Laura might be, beyond 
a mere thank-you note. Certainly 
a parallel one would be sending 
her a signed copy of my Lesbian 
and Gay Book of Love and Mar¬ 
riage along with Richard Gold¬ 
stein’s The Attack Queers: Liberal 
Society and the Gay Right, a recent 
book on why right-wing gay 
thinkers and writers are the dar¬ 
lings of the mainstream press. 

But instead, I think I’ll just send 
her this column with a friendly 
suggestion: “Stop, Dr. Laura, and 
consider how your gift to me real¬ 
ly only validated you.” T

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Corporate scandals 
worry GOP leaders

or years in this country 

" when you thought of big 
business you automatically 
thought of the Republican Party. 
Big business was aligned in one’s 
mind with Republicans; labor 
with Democrats. That’s no longer 
the case. 

After Enron, WorldCom, and 
the crooked accounting practices 
of accounting firms like Arthur 
Andersen - all headed by promi¬ 
nent Republican business execu¬ 
tives - the Democrats are no 
longer the only ones trying to 
make political hay out of the new 
world of corporate greed. Re¬ 
publicans, too, know the 
monkey on the back 
when they see it. 

Long a powerful force 
in Washington, especial¬ 
ly within the Republi¬ 
can Party, big business 
took an extraordinary 
beating last 
week, with 
GOP congres¬ 
sional mem¬ 
bers actually landing some of the 
sharpest punches. Trying desper¬ 
ately to head off what surely seems 
to be a November political victory 
for Democratic candidates, Sena¬ 
tor Charles Grassley (R-Iowa) 
took the lead in attacking business 
leaders, long the deep pockets of 
the Republican Party. Grassley 

held a press conference and open¬ 
ly decried “the crooks who are 
running our corporations.” 

Over on the House side, where 
a simple shift of six seats would 
mean Democratic control, Con¬ 
gressman Mark Kennedy (R- 
Minnesota) also attempted to 
head off voter defection to the De¬ 
mocrats by loudly proclaiming 
that those corporate executives 
who steal retirement nest eggs “are 
no better than street thugs steal¬ 
ing purses.” 

Republican political strategists 
are clearly worried since a Wash¬ 
ington Post/ABC poll last week 
showed 47 percent of voters said 
they would now vote for a Demo¬ 
cratic congressional candidate, 
compared to 45 percent who fa¬ 
vored a Republican candidate. Six 
months ago, Republican congres¬ 
sional candidates held a 50 per¬ 
cent to 43 percent lead. 

Republicans are trying even 
harder than Democrats to dis¬ 
tance themselves from Wall Street 
and nowhere is that more obvious 
than with the issue of Social Secu¬ 
rity. “Suddenly, Social Security 
privatization has magically disap¬ 
peared from the Republican mes¬ 
sage play book,” House Minority 
Leader Dick Gephardt (D-Mis- 
souri) noted this week. 

The two parties, naturally, have 
opposing views on how the reeling 
stock market and the corporate 
scandals will play out in the No¬ 
vember elections. George W. 
Bush, who owes his very job to big 
businesses that contributed tens of 
millions of dollars that financed 
his campaign, says the economy is 
“fundamentally strong” and that 
cases of executive misconduct are 
“isolated.” (Hello, George?) 

Democrats, not surprisingly, 
say it’s a much bigger problem. “I 
hate to say it, but I don’t think the 
president or this administration 
gets what this is really all about,” 
said Senator Paul Wellstone (D- 
Minnesota) in a speech on the Sen¬ 


ate floor. Wellstone added that “I 
guess if we asked these guys about 
Watergate they would probably 
now say it was just about a bur¬ 
glary, but we are dealing with more 
structural and deeper issues.” 

In this week’s U.S. News & 
World Report, GOP political ana¬ 
lysts are said to be deeply worried 
that liberal Democrats once 
thought to be in political trouble 
like Wellstone and Senator Tom 
Harkin (Iowa) “could gain a cru¬ 
cial edge because of the corporate 
scandals, and that might go fur¬ 
ther to keep the Senate in Demo¬ 
cratic hands.” One report from a 
Washington newspaper last week 
said that Gephardt reportedly told 
associates in a private 
meeting that Democ¬ 
rats could possibly 
pick up as many as 40 
House seats if the 
Wall Street scandals 
stay on the public’s 
radar until November. 
Republicans say that 
number is 
highly opti¬ 
mistic, but are 
clearly worried 
that the growing corporate scan¬ 
dals and the association with the 
Bush administration could very 
well mean that the Democratic 
Party would insulate its control of 
the Senate as well as comfortably 
win control of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives on November 5. 

Politics and people 

Smokin’: Supervisor Mark 
Leno, who will represent San 
Francisco’s 13th Assembly District 
if he wins the November election 
as expected, is still one of the 
hardest working supes in City 
Hall. Leno picked up loads of na¬ 
tional publicity last week with the 
announcement of a November 
ballot measure asking San Fran¬ 
cisco voters whether the city 
should grow its own medicaj pot. 

It was the kind of press other 
politicos could only dream of: in¬ 
terviews via the Associated Press 
ran in the New York Times, the Los 
Angeles Times, and nearly every 
other paper in the state, and Leno 
made appearances on ABC, CNN, 
MSNBC, and even had an inter¬ 
view on Oliver North’s national 
radio show (Oliver North?). 

State Senator Jackie Speier 
(D-San Francisco/San Mateo) will 
hold an informal gathering in the 
Castro next Friday, August 9 from 
9-10:30 a.m. Speier will be at 
Spikes Cafe, 4117 19th Street at 
Castro. Interested community 
members are welcome to stop by 
and talk with the legislator about 
issues of concern, including the 
state budget, Speier’s financial pri¬ 
vacy bill, and her property tax 
fairness amendment that would 
benefit same-sex couples. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Mike Menesini, who works in 
District Attorney Terence Halli- 
nan’s office, got a big boost in his 
current race to become the next 
district attorney of Contra Costa 
County. This week Menesini 
picked up the endorsement of 
U.S. Senator Dianne Feinstein 
(D-California), who is very popu¬ 
lar in the East Bay county. 

An appeals court in Connecti¬ 
cut refused last week to dissolve 
the civil union of a gay couple 
who was “married” in Vermont. 
The ruling was apparently the first 
time an out-of-state gay couple 
who obtained a civil union in Ver¬ 


mont had tried to get a divorce. 
The Connecticut appeals court 
ruled that it can’t dissolve the Ver¬ 
mont marriage of Glen Rosen- 
garten and Peter Downes be¬ 
cause state law doesn’t recognize 
the marriage. And although any¬ 
one can get a civil union license in 
Vermont, at least one party must 
be a state resident for a dissolu¬ 
tion. The unhappy couple might 
appeal to the Connecticut 
Supreme Court. 

The California secretary of 
state has assigned numbers to the 
seven state ballot propositions that 
will appear on the November 5 
ballot. Proposition 46: Housing & 
Emergency Shelter Trust Fund Act 
of 2002; Proposition 47: Kinder¬ 
garten-University Public Educa¬ 
tion Facilities Bond Act of 2002; 
Proposition 48: Court Consolida¬ 
tion; Proposition 49: After School 
Programs. State Grants. Initiative 
Statute. Proposition 50: Water 
Quality, Supply and Safe Drinking 
Water Projects. Initiative Statute. 
Proposition 51: Transportation. 
Allocation of Sales and Use Taxes 
Raised from Sale or Lease of 
Motor Vehicles. Initiative Statute. 
Proposition 52: Election Day Voter 
Registration. Initiative Statute. 

Beam him out: The U.S. House 
of Representatives last week voted 
to boot maverick Congressman 
James Traficant (D-Ohio), 
known for his 1970s mop top, 
goofy polyester suits, and racy floor 
rants that he often ended with the 
phrase “Beam me up'.” The single 
vote against expulsion came from 
Representative Gary Condit (D- 
California), another jerk well on 
his way to political history. 

Those close to Hollywood ac¬ 
tion star Arnold Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger say he is “very serious” about 
a run for governor of California in 
2006. They say he briefly thought 
about taking on Gray Davis this 
year, but then “thought better of 
it,” deciding to wait four years. 
Some of these same Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger supporters are privately pre¬ 
dicting that Bill Simon’s campaign 
is now in the tank, or as one put 
it, “You can’t beat somebody with 
nobody, and Simon has proven to 
be a political nobody.”

What is the gay 
history of Los Angeles?

ew York and San Francisco 
| are the cities most often as¬ 
sociated with the history of 
gay people and their movement 
for civil rights in the United 
States. Sprawling Los Angeles, 
however, also has a rich gay past 
and has been the scene of many 
milestones on the queer history 
timeline. 

Long before there was a visible, 
established gay movement, the 
many bisexual and gay people 
working in the film industry, both 
behind the scenes and in front of 
the camera, made Los Angeles a 
very queer town. But gay life was¬ 
n’t limited to Greta Garbo and 
George Cukor, Hollywood’s rich 
and famous. Like other major 
port cities, Los Angeles was a pop¬ 
ular destination for gay service 
personnel returning from World 
War II. Other lesbians and gay 
men, too, came to Los Angeles and 
similar urban areas after the war 
to find freedom from parents and 
family members. 

Edith Eyde arrived in L.A. in 
1945 from Northern California 
and discovered a community of 
“gay gals” who socialized at same- 
sex clubs. In her down time as a 
secretary at a movie studio, Eyde 
(under the pseudonym Lisa Ben, 
an anagram of “lesbian”) 
started publishing the first 
U.S. lesbian magazine, 
which she called Vice 
Versa. She wrote all the 
content, typed out 10 copies 
using carbon paper, and dis 
tributed the issues to 
her friends, instruct¬ 
ing them to pass them 
on to other lesbians. 

In her fourth issue in 
September 1947, she wrote that 
“never before have circumstances 
and conditions been so suitable 
for those of lesbian tendencies.” 

The first gay male publication 
in the country (not counting two 
issues of Friendship and Freedom, 
published in Chicago in the 
1920s) came out of Los Angeles a 
few years after Vice Versa. ONE got 
started in 1953, publishing an 
essay by Dale Jennings, a local ac¬ 
tivist, who had fought his entrap¬ 
ment in a Los Angeles park by a 
plainclothes policeman and was 
acquitted in a landmark trial. A 
few years later, ONE was itself the 
object of a historic trial. The mag¬ 
azine was harassed by the U.S. 
postal service, which in 1954 con¬ 
fiscated all its copies for being “ob¬ 
scene, lewd, lascivious, and filthy.” 
The seizure and subsequent trial 
led to a U.S. Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion four years later, preventing

the postal service from censoring 
homophile publications. 

Almost a decade later, in 1967, 
Los Angeles was once again the 
birthplace of an important gay 
publication, the Advocate. The 
magazine began as the newsletter 
of a local homophile group 
called PRIDE (Personal 
Rights in Defense and Edu¬ 
cation), but by 1970 it had 
gone national in its cov¬ 
erage and circulation. 

In addition to fostering 
gay publications, L.A. 
was home to some 
significant early gay 
political organizing. 

In 1950, four gay men 
began meeting at the Silver Lake 
home of Harry Hay, a married 
man who had recently begun act¬ 
ing on his homosexual desires. 
Hay, his lover Rudi Gernreich 
(later famous as the designer of 
the topless swimsuit), Chuck 
Rowland, and Bob Hull founded 
the Mattachine Society, one of the 
country’s first gay organizations. 
By 1954, Mattachine had spread to 
other cities around the country, 
providing the base of gay-rights 
activism until the Stonewall Re¬ 
bellion 15 years later. 

Following Stonewall, there was 
an explosion of local gay-rights 
groups and organizations in L.A., 
including a local chapter of the 
Gay Liberation Front and the first 
successful gay community center 
in the country. But tensions be¬ 
tween gay men and lesbians also 
led to the creation of a separate, 
vibrant lesbian community in the 
area. L.A. lesbians founded not 
only women-only coffeehouses, 
publications, a bookstore, and 
health services, but also the land¬ 
mark Women’s Building, a femi¬ 
nist cultural space that opened in 
1973 and was the site of a ground¬ 
breaking exhibit of lesbian art¬ 
work seven years later - the Great 
American Lesbian Art Show. 

Perhaps gay Los Angeles is 
best-known, though, for the in¬ 
corporation of the city of West 
Hollywood. The neighborhood 
had once been home to silent film 
stars like Alla Nazimova, whose fa¬ 
mous residential colony, the Gar¬ 
den of Allah, was located there. 
Later, in the 1960s, West Holly¬ 
wood’s cheap rents drew members 
of the hippie counterculture and 


the rock music scene. Gay men 
(and some lesbians) active in the 
gay liberation movement started 
migrating there in the 1970s, at¬ 
tracted by the affordable housing 
and the neighborhood’s unincor¬ 
porated status, which placed it be¬ 
yond the reach of the Los Angeles 
Police Department. By mid¬ 
decade, West Hollywood had be¬ 
come a bona fide gay ghetto nick¬ 
named “Boystown,” home to more 
than three-quarters of all of L.A.’s 
gay-owned businesses, by some 
estimates. In 1984, West Holly¬ 
wood officially incorporated as a 
separate city, electing a largely gay 
city council and an openly lesbian 
mayor. 

Also in the mid-1980s, with the 
presence of the film and television 
industries in Los Angeles, the local 
gay and lesbian community 
emerged at the forefront of gay 
media activism. ACT UP/Los An¬ 
geles (joined in the 1990s by 
Queer Nation) staged several 
high-profile protests of “AID- 
Sphobia” in films during the 
Academy Awards ceremonies. In 
addition, the Los Angeles chapter 
of the Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation (which start¬ 
ed in New York to protest anti-gay 
print coverage) worked to bring 
more positive depictions of gay 
people to the big and small

A final kick 
forced open the door, pushing the 
suspect to the floor where he was 
taken into custody. The 43-year- 
old man was taken to Mission Sta¬ 
tion where he was booked for bur¬ 
glary, trespassing, resisting ar¬ 
rest, and an outstanding 
“no bail” warrant.

Ezerski probe shifts to Bay 
Area; death penalty nixed

r he investigation into the case 
against 20-year-old accused 
killer Adam Ezerski is sched¬ 
uled to shift from Florida to the 
Bay Area this month, nearly one 
year after the case shook San 
Francisco’s gay community. 

Ezerski’s public defense attor¬ 
ney, Bob Wills, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he and prosecutor 
Tony Lowe plan to be in San Fran¬ 
cisco August 7-15 to take deposi¬ 
tions from about 20 witnesses. 

In another development in the 
case, the B.A.R. has learned that 
Ezerski will not face the death 
penalty. Wills said the agreement 
by prosecutors to waive the death 
penalty was signed last week. 

“It is a great weight off my 
chest,” Ezerski wrote in corre¬ 
spondence with the B.A.R. from 
the Broward County Jail in Fort 
Lauderdale where he has been in 
custody since September. “The 
circumstances don’t fit or some¬ 
thing of the sort. I am happy 
about that,” Ezerski added. 

Wills said the case against Ez¬ 
erski didn’t present any of the “ag¬ 
gravating” circumstances neces¬ 
sary under Florida law to qualify 
for the death penalty. Wills noted 
that although Ezerski had an un¬ 
adjudicated charge on his record 
for auto theft out of Key West, he 
had no violence on his record, 
something that would be consid¬ 
ered an aggravating circumstance. 

Ezerski is charged with murder¬ 
ing Anthony Martilotto, 39, in a 
Fort Lauderdale hotel room last 
summer before fleeing to San 
Francisco in Martilotto’s rented 
Ford Mustang. He is also being 
charged with assaulting a man in 
San Francisco whom he met short¬ 
ly after arriving here last August. 

Wills said authorities in San 
Francisco didn’t seem interested 


in prosecuting Ezerski for the as¬ 
sault charge until Florida finished 
with its murder prosecution. Wills 
noted that if San Francisco had 
successfully prosecuted Ezerski for 
the assault first, that conviction 
could have qualified as an aggra¬ 
vating circumstance that could 
have made Ezerski eligible for the 
death penalty. 

Ezerski claims that he killed 
Martilotto in self-defense after 
Martilotto tried to rape him. He 
also denied he attacked a man in 
San Francisco. He said he engaged 
in a mutual fight with the man 
after the man refused to pay him 
for sex. Ezerski told the B.A.R. that 
he’s gay and came to San Francis¬ 
co, in part, to take refuge in the 
city’s large gay population. 

When asked about Ezerski’s 
claim of self-defense, Lowe told 
the B.A.R.: “I’m not allowed to 
talk about that, as much as I 
would like to. Otherwise, I could 
be digging ditches in the hot Flori¬ 
da sun.” 

Wills said the case against Ez¬ 
erski is crippled by “shabby” 
forensic work. The defense lawyer 
compared it to the O.J. Simpson 
case and said the crime scene in¬ 
vestigation in Fort Lauderdale was 
marred by a “comedy of errors.” 

“I was shocked,” Wills said not¬ 
ing that the medical examiner’s 
office neglected to dispatch an in¬ 
vestigator to the crime scene after 
Martilotto was found dead, leav¬ 
ing the police to take photographs 
and gather evidence at the scene. 

Initially, police weren’t sure 
Martilotto was murdered. It was¬ 
n’t determined until an autopsy a 
day after the killing that he died 
from being strangled, Wills said. 
The attorney added that the de¬ 
termination that Martilotto was 
murdered finally prompted some¬ 
one from the medical examiner’s 
office to examine the crime scene 
two to three days after Martilotto 


was found dead. 

Ezerski was initially suspected 
of killing a second man in South 
Florida but he has since been 
cleared of that crime. 

Ezerski made national head¬ 
lines last August when he was 
dubbed a “gay serial killer” by the 
mainstream media and he was 
compared with Andrew Cunanan, 
the serial killer who murdered de¬ 
signer Gianni Versace. Ezerski was 
featured twice on Fox’s America’s 
Most Wanted program. 

After seeing himself on TV 
news reports last August, Ezerski, 
along with his newfound friend, 
San Francisco resident Troy 
Young, took off to Reno where the 
pair was arrested. 

Young, 38, was eventually con¬ 
victed of harboring a fugitive and 
lying to an FBI agent. He will be 
sentenced in federal court in San 
Francisco on August 14. He could 
face up to 10 years in prison, but 
because he has no history of vio¬ 
lence, a three to four year sentence 
is more likely. In recent corre¬ 
spondence with the B.A.R., Young 
said that he expects several of his 
friends to attend the sentencing. 
He hopes his supporters will help 
persuade the sentencing judge to 
go easy on him. Young said he has 
a “super-hero complex” and was 
convinced Ezerski was innocent 
and wanted to help keep him from 
getting into more trouble until he 
was ready to turn himself in. 

Ezerski told the B.A.R. that he’s 
very grateful for Young’s support. 

“I support Troy to the fullest,” 
he wrote. “He does not deserve any 
sentence imposed on him. He is a 
super-hero for real. And I’ll always 
look at him as a good person. He is 
not alone as long as he has me.” 

Ezerski’s trial is scheduled to 
begin in Fort Lauderdale in Sep¬ 
tember but Wills said it could be 
delayed by another case that Lowe 
is currently prosecuting. ▼

Mayor OKs entertainment commission

I t should get easier to open a 
new club in San Francisco next 
year. On Friday, July 26, Mayor 
Willie Brown signed Supervisor 
Mark Leno’s legislation to create a 
new.entertainment commission 
that will regulate and promote San 
Francisco’s nightlife. 

The new body will take charge 


of entertainment permitting from 
the San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment, which has been criticized 
for denying entertainment and 
late-night permits. It will also help 
promoters navigate the maze of 
city bureaucracies that regulate 
entertainment in the city. 

If an accompanying charter 
amendment passes in November, 
the commission will be made up 
of civilians and police appointed 


by both the Board of Supervisors 
and the mayor. 

Brown had initially opposed 
the measure that was approved by 
the Board of Supervisors by a 
veto-proof 8-3 vote on July 15. 
But according to P.J. Johnston, 
Brown’s press secretary, the mayor 
is now “very supportive of a new 
system that will make it easier for 
entertainment related businesses 
to operate in San Francisco.” ▼

candidates invited included Bevan 
Dufty, Tom Radulovich, and 
Eileen Hansen. 

Hansen did not attend, citing 
two previous commitments. 

The forum also included can¬ 
didates for District 6. Those invit¬ 
ed were Michael Sweet, Garrett 
Jenkins, Roger Gordon, and in¬ 
cumbent Supervisor Chris Daly, 
who did not attend. [See story, 
page 4.] 

Sullivan said that there were 
too many candidates for the two 
supervisorial districts to invite to 
one forum. He was asked why 
Plan C didn’t break up the forum 
into one meeting for District 6 
candidates and another session for 
District 8 candidates. 

“That’s not how we decided to 
do it,” Sullivan told the B.A.R. 

District 8 candidate Veronika 
Cauley was not even aware of the 
forum until she received an e-mail 
from Starchild, the Libertarian 
candidate in District 8 who was 
also excluded. 

“I’m upset,” Cauley told the 
B.A.R. last Thursday, July 25. 
“They think that just because peo¬ 
ple have more money or more 
press exposure that makes them 
front-runners and that’s not nec¬ 
essarily so.” 

Cauley, an African American 
transgender activist and first-time

candidate for San Francisco su¬ 
pervisor who is also an appointed 
commissioner on the city’s Com¬ 
mission of Veterans Affairs, said 
that all candidates should be given 
the same opportunity to speak at 
forums. 

“This is my first time out of the 
starting gate,” said Cauley, who 
noted that she could have used the 
exposure speaking at the forum 
would have offered. The meeting 
was attended by about 100 people, 
each of whom is a potential, if not 
likely, voter. 

O’Hearn said that while he was 
sitting in the audience he won¬ 
dered if the group’s organizers, 
many of whom are gay men, real¬ 
ized how much exclusion LGBT 
people have experienced over the 
years. 


“I kept asking myself, Are you 
gay people?”’ O’Hearn said. 

He added that a part of him 
held out hope that fairness would 
prevail once the forum started. 

“But after the first two intro¬ 
ductions, I knew there was noth¬ 
ing there for me,” he said. 

Starchild, the Libertarian can¬ 
didate, sent out an e-mail about 
the shut-out last Wednesday 
morning before the forum. 

“On its Web site, the San Fran¬ 
cisco residents’ group Plan C calls 
itself ‘The independent voice for 
thoughtful solutions to quality of 
life issues in San Francisco,”’ 
Starchild wrote. “But the leaders 
of Plan C don’t seem to want 
members of the group to hear 
from independent candidates or 
to think for themselves.” 

Starchild attended the forum 
and stayed for the event, but did 
not address the audience. 

“Ironically, I am a member of 
Plan C. But Mike Sullivan told me 
they don’t have time to hear from 
all the candidates,” Starchild 
wrote. “That’s bull. If you care 
about democracy, you don’t hold 
a candidates’ forum and exclude 
qualified candidates.” 

Cauley agreed. “I think if we’re 
talking about democracy, it’s 
about equity. That’s my platform. 
If this process is going to be equi¬ 
table then everyone should be of¬ 
fered the same opportunity. 

“Then it’s up to them to shine, 
sink, or swim.” ▼

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Unusual coalition pushes for 
federal medical marijuana

A highly unusual liberal-con¬ 
servative coalition pushed 
for support of federal legis¬ 
lation affecting medical marijua¬ 
na at a July 24 news conference 
held in the Capitol. The group in¬ 
cluded Representative Barney 
Frank (D-Massachusetts) and Re¬ 
publican Representatives Ron 
Paul (Texas) and Dana 
Rohrabacher (California), and 
Lyn Nofziger, a former aide to 
Ronald Reagan. 

The States’ Rights to Medical 
Marijuana Act (HR2592) would 
move marijuana from a Schedule 
I to a Schedule II classification 
under the Controlled Substances 
Act, making it possible for physi¬ 
cians to prescribe it as a drug. It 
allows states to regulate the med¬ 
ical use of marijuana and would 
preclude federal intervention in 
those states that choose to allow 
its use. 

“The practice of medicine has, 
throughout our history, been a 
state matter, we [in Congress] are 
not a super medical board,” said 
Frank. “What this does is simply 
reaffirm the long-standing Amer¬ 
ican practice that the practice of 
medicine is [regulated] at the state 
level.” 

It makes no sense to jail sick 
people, said the conservative 
Rohrabacher. He recounted the 
story of his terminally ill mother 
who found relief with marijuana. 
“This shouldn’t be a matter of 
drug control, it should be a mat¬ 
ter of trying to help people who 
are suffering. 

“Let’s get over some of these 
stereotypes and hangovers from 
the sixties and get on to an honest 
discussion of this issue,” he said. 
“The first step has to be whether 
or not patients who need help are 
going to be able to use this.” 

Paul said they were trying to 
“restore a freedom that was taken 
away” in the 1930s when the fed¬ 
eral government imposed a high 
tax on marijuana in an attempt to 
suppress what they could not reg¬ 
ulate. He called the legislation “a 
restoration of a personal choice as 
well as a state legislative matter.” 

A physician by training, Paul is

concerned with the misuse of 
“both prescription drugs and so- 
called illegal drugs. The idea that 
we attack sick people and the doc- 
tor-physician relationship to deal 
with that is an absolutely criminal 
act.” 

“We should deal with it in the 
broader sense of freedom of 
choice,” he said. “Government 
cannot protect us from ourselves.” 

Nofziger added the story of his 
daughter who died at 38 of non- 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma. Medical 
marijuana helped to reduce the 
side effects of chemotherapy and 
“made the last portions of her life 
considerably more bearable” 
when legal alternatives did not. 

“An administration that claims 
to be compassionate and conserv¬ 
ative should enthusiastically sup¬ 
port legislation that truly is com¬ 
passionate and that would return 
rights to the states as the 10th 
Amendment theoretically guaran¬ 
tees to them.” He condemned fed¬ 
eral raids ordered by Washington 
that closed medical marijuana dis¬ 
pensaries in California. 

Representative Jan Schakowsky 
(D-Illinois) charged, “The allevia¬ 
tion of suffering of tens of thou¬ 
sands people is held hostage to a 
misguided policy that has more 
politics than science in it. 


“It seems to me that the attor¬ 
ney general should be concentrat¬ 
ing on putting behind bars Enron 
or WorldCom thieves who stole 
millions from the American peo¬ 
ple instead of doctors who are re¬ 
lieving the pain of people who are 
afflicted with grave medical con¬ 
ditions. The feds need to get out 
of the doctors’ offices and let pa¬ 
tients get the help that they need.” 

Keith Stroup, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Organization 
for the Reform of Marijuana 
Laws, called prosecution “a waste 
of law enforcement resources” 
that “is needlessly destroying the 
lives of literally hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of good citizens each year.” 

“Patients are being held 
hostage,” said Stroup. He pointed 
out that polls show the American 
public supporting the medical use 
of marijuana by margins of 3 or 4 
to one. Every time a measure has 
been put to the public for a vote, it 
has passed. 

“We allow doctors to prescribe 
substances that have much more 
effect and that are much more ad¬ 
dictive than marijuana. Why is 
marijuana treated much more 
harshly than other substances?” 
asked Frank. He believes it is be¬ 
cause of its association with social 
protest. “The public has gotten be¬ 


yond that but a lot of my elected 
colleagues have not.” 

Frank acknowledged that this 
was the first real push he has made 
for the bill that he has introduced 
during the last three sessions of 
Congress. He hopes that it will 
lead to a hearing next year. 

“There is a great deal of execu¬ 
tive discretion, there are more 
laws on the books than can be 
fully enforced,” added Frank. Of¬ 
ficials at various law enforcement 
agencies have said that they will 
have to shift resources to meet 
new security challenges in the 
post-9/11 environment. Frank 
hopes that will result in a lower 
priority given to prosecution of 
medical marijuana cases. 

During a conversation follow¬ 
ing the news conference, Stroup 
said they have had discussions 
with a handful of senators about 
supporting similar legislation. 
“They did not see any reason to go 
out and take the heat on it as long 
as the bill was locked up in the 
House.” 

“Neither of the California Sen¬ 
ators [Dianne Feinstein and Bar¬ 
bara Boxer] support the medical 
use of marijuana,” said NORML’s 
Stroup. “They are not good on 
drug policy and they are not good 
on medical use of marijuana.” ▼ 


Syphilis rates rise among gay men

-ollowing a trend health offi- 
cials first noticed in the sum¬ 
mer of 1999, syphilis rates 
continue to rise in San Francisco, 
especially among gay and bisexu¬ 
al men. 

According to the city’s latest 
monthly sexually transmitted dis¬ 
ease report, the number of 
syphilis cases between January 
and June of this year was 285 
cases, more than double the num¬ 
ber of cases for the same time pe¬ 
riod in 2001, when the city docu¬ 
mented 114 cases. 

“Unfortunately, we are still see¬ 
ing an exponential growth of the 
disease. Transmission and syphilis 
cases had peaked in the early 
1980s with 2,000 cases a year,” said 
Dr. Jeffrey Klausner, the city’s di¬ 
rector of STD prevention. “I cer¬ 
tainly hope we don’t see a return 


to that level of syphilis in the com¬ 
munity. However, I wouldn’t nec¬ 
essarily be surprised if that is 
where things level off.” 

The number of early syphilis 
cases, those cases where syphilis 
was acquired within the last year, 
was 226 for the first six months of 
this year compared to 189 cases 
for all of 2001. 

“The majority of those cases 
are in gay men and other men 
who have sex with men. Sixty-one 
percent of those are in HlV-posi- 
tive men,” said Klausner. “We are 
working closely with HIV care 
providers, both in the public and 
private sector, to educate them of 
the importance for regular 
syphilis testing in their patients.” 

Health officials also reported an 
increase in the number of gonor¬ 
rhea cases during the first six 
months of this year, with 1,106 cases 
in 2002 compared to 991 cases in 
2001. The city also recorded a rise 


in chlamydia, with 1,644 cases re¬ 
ported during the first half of 2002 
compared to 1,515 seen in 2001. 

The increased rates maybe a re¬ 
flection of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health’s efforts to increase 
awareness of syphilis and other 
STDs within the gay community. A 
campaign called “Spring Cleaning” 
was launched this year to encour¬ 
age gay men to be tested for STDs 
and HIV, and health workers have 
stationed themselves at the Gold’s 
Gym in the Castro each week en¬ 
couraging men to be immunized 
for hepatitis A and B as well as en¬ 
couraging men who are sexually 
active to be tested for STDs. 

Approximately 150 men got 
tested during the Spring Cleaning 
campaign, with a large percentage 
of them testing positive for an STD. 

“A higher percentage of those 
had STDs than we would have ex¬ 
pected normally. We must have 
been hitting the right people,” said 


Larry Hanbrook, a community 
health specialist with DPH. “At first, 
I was a little concerned with those 
numbers because 150 is not high. 
But we did hit something right. It is 
a good thing we found and treated 
those people with STDs.” 

Syphilis is easily diagnosed and 
readily treated. It can cause a 
painless sore on the penis or in the 
mouth or anus which then be¬ 
comes a rash. It is transmitted 
through direct sexual contact with 
the sore or rash. 

“While we know syphilis plays 
an important role in increasing 
HIV transmission and increases 
the viral load of someone who is 
HIV-positive, for the majority of 
people syphilis is not life threaten¬ 
ing,” said Klausner. “The challenge 
is to inform and educate the com¬ 
munity without using fear as a 
motivator but by being sex-posi¬ 
tive and promoting sexual health.”

I t’s hard to find a gender or 
queer scholar who does not 
know the work of Dr. Ari 
Kane, the mental health expert 
who founded both the Outreach 
Institute for Gender Studies in 
1975, and the annual Fantasia 
Fair, the longest running trans¬ 
gender educational event in the 
country, now in its 28th year. 

Kane’s work is considered 
groundbreaking: from his talk 
show appearances to his published 
papers, his outreach to healthcare 
professionals, and his contribu¬ 
tions to the Harry Benjamin Stan¬ 
dards of Care for Transsexuals, 
published in 1978. His Outreach 
Institute for Gender Studies more 
recently has been involved in the 
development of a seminar entitled 
Gender Attitude Reassessment 
Program, which encourages 
providers to recognize the full 
range of gender-linked behavior. 

Still, a lot of significant gender 
work remains inaccessible to the 
GLBT public at large, due to a va¬ 
riety of barriers. That’s why the 
GLBT Historical Society of 
Northern California is excited to 
announce the recent acquisition 
of Kane’s private collection of 
transgender related papers and 
publications, accumulated during 
Kane’s 30 years of leadership at 
OIGS and Fantasia.

Brasserie, about a year ago, ac¬ 
cording to the friends. 

Kuzara and Galena’s friends, al¬ 
though focusing their anger on 
the teenagers, were also question¬ 
ing whether the police acted prop¬ 
erly. According to San Francisco 
Police Department Lieutenant 
Gary Jimenez of Mission Station, 
the boys were being chased from 
the Ingleside District but the chase 
was called off about five minutes 
before the crash after the pursuing 
officer lost the vehicle. 

Witnesses said that police were 
on scene just after the crash, lead¬ 
ing to speculation that they may 
have been still closely following 
the car at the time of the crash, 
prompting the teenagers to speed 
and run though the red light. 

One witness, Paget Hines, told 
the B.A.R. that police were on the 
scene within 30 seconds after the 
impact. Hines comforted Smith 
until paramedics arrived while her 
boyfriend stayed with Galena. 
Hines said after she arrived at 
Smith’s side and looked up to try 
to get someone to call 911, she saw 
a police car approaching the inter¬ 
section. Hines said she didn’t 
know if police had been chasing 
the car because her attention was 
focused on the speeding car and 
the crash, not on any cars behind 
it. She said she saw no emergency 
lights and heard no sirens before

the crash. 

The friends who gathered at 
the crash site Monday night trad¬ 
ed fond memories of Galena, a 
woman they remember as having 
somewhat of a tough exterior but 
“a heart of gold.” 

“She was a no-nonsense kind 
of gal,” said Dagan Ministero. 

“She was such a beautiful per¬ 
son,” said Veena Parekh. “Hard¬ 
ened by the world on the outside 
but just a wonderful soul. That’s 
what touches me the most. I liked 
that dichotomy about her. But it 
didn’t take much to find that 
beauty.” 

Parekh added that although 
she didn’t know Galena as much 
as others did, Galena’s kind spirit 
left a lasting impression on her. 

Friends also fondly recalled 
Galena’s sense of humor.

Memorial set for Project Inform 
board member Linda Grinberg

he board and staff of Project 
Inform invite San Francisco 
colleagues and friends to a 
memorial service Thursday, Au¬ 
gust 8 to celebrate the life of ac¬ 
tivist and PI board member Linda 
Grinberg, who died quietly her 
home in Los Angeles on May 27 of 
complications from AIDS and pul¬ 
monary hypertension. She was 51. 

Ms. Grinberg was a longtime 
PI board member, AIDS treat¬ 
ment activist, and founder and 
president of the Foundation for 
AIDS and Immune Research. 

“Linda was an inspiration to all 
of us at Project Inform and to 
AIDS activists everywhere,” said 
Martin Delaney, Project Inform’s 
founding director. “She played a 
pivotal role in treatment activism 
with government, academia, and 
industry. We knew her as ‘the steel 
fist in the velvet glove.’ She will be 
deeply missed by all.” 

Diagnosed with AIDS in 1991, 
doctors told Ms. Grinberg that she 
had approximately one year to 
live. Not content to accept that, 
she contacted the Project Inform 
Treatment Information Hotline 
and began to educate herself 
about available treatments. Four 
years later, she founded FAIR, 
which has made grants to more 
than a dozen cutting edge research 
initiatives. 

In addition, Ms. Grinberg 
served as a driving force behind 
the Coalition for Salvage Therapy, 
and the creation of a series of in¬ 
ternational scientific conferences 
on structured treatment interrup¬ 
tion. Ms. Grinberg was also a co¬ 
founder of the Fair Pricing Coali¬ 
tion, a national coalition of ac¬ 
tivists and AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions that advocates for reasonable

drug prices within the pharma¬ 
ceutical industry. Over the years, 
Ms. Grinberg had become espe¬ 
cially close to Delaney, who 
worked with her on these and 
other initiatives on a daily basis. 

“Linda was an active and im¬ 
portant member of Project In¬ 
form’s board of directors for many 
years,” said Ellen LaPointe, Project 
Inform’s executive director. “Her 
efforts on behalf of all people liv¬ 
ing with HIV and AIDS in this ca¬ 
pacity significantly strengthened 
our work, and she energized us 
daily by her example. We have all 
lost a fierce, powerful activist and 
an incredible person. On a per-

t isn’t everyday that a one-time 

cancer patient wins the Tour 
1 de France. 

While quite possibly one of the 
most over-hyped athletes of the 
last few years, even the most cyni¬ 
cal person must find some inspi¬ 
ration from an athlete who rises 
from a hospital bed and turns a 
cancer- and chemo-riddled body 
into that of a cycling champion.

“I’m a newbie to the Gay 
Games and the triathlon,” said the 
research associate for Kaiser Per- 
manente. “I have been doing all 
three sports over the last 22 years, 
and it wasn’t until I had done two 
AIDS Rides, that I thought I could 
do a triathlon.” Clinton will ride, 
run, and swim in triathlon and 
the 10K race. 

Born in Concord, New Hamp¬ 
shire, Clinton moved here for “the 
sunset, my education, and I heard 
it was gay.” 

Starting out at City College as a 
French cook led to as much sauce 
as saucier, and eventually he 
joined Alcoholics Anonymous. He 
transferred to Berkeley to contin¬ 
ue his education in nutrition and 
food science. When one of the 
men in his 12-step program, who 
had been ill, came back into Clin¬ 
ton’s life beaming with health, he 
was inspired. 

“He said he’d done every AIDS 
Ride since the beginning,” said 
Clinton. “And I thought, ‘Wow, I 
should be able to do that.’” 

He borrowed his boyfriend’s 
bike and took it to work 13 miles 
each way as training for the 2000 
California AIDS Ride, raised 
$8,000, and has trained ever since. 
“A hundred miles in a day seemed 
beyond reach, but I did it.” 

Visiting Amsterdam for 1998’s 
Gay Games V also inspired him. “I 
was so touched by the energy of 
30,000 gay people letting loose at 
Opening Ceremonies.” 

Along with getting sober, Clin¬ 
ton quit smoking by taking up 
jogging, which he’s done for more 
than 20 years. He’s eloquent 
about his inspiration in riding 
and running. “The peace and 
tranquillity and ‘oneness-of- 
being’ feeling during a bike ride 
along Alhambra Valley, concen¬ 
trating on the cadence, taking in 
the fresh smells of hay, pines, 
berries, and tar, and finally, jog¬ 
ging around the baseball fields 
near my house, aware of my heart 
rate monitor telling me my safe 
ranges while my mind wanders 
over life’s events. While training, 
I’m ‘in the moment,’ feeling the 
power that is coming from me, 
and thankful that I am alive and 
able to participate in life.” 

His travel plans around Sydney 
include four days in Queensland, 
and then eight days in Fiji. Clinton 
and his partner recently spent six 
weeks in Oaxaca. “We came back 
with 10 pounds of mole, 10 pounds 
of chocolate, and eight rugs.” 

No doubt his Sydney trip may 
result in a medal, among other 
souvenirs.

His own history includes the 
recent San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation LifeCyle, a California AIDS 
Ride before that, and will soon in¬ 
clude five different cycling com¬ 
petitions in Sydney; four for road 
cyclists (road race, individual time 
trial, and team trial), and one in 
the mountain biking race. 

“I’m going with a group called 
the Gutter Bunnies,” said Cam¬ 
podonico. “We were voted among 
Best of the Bay by the Bay 
Guardian. We do fundrais¬ 
ing rides and social 
events. About 20 of us 
did the LifeCyle.” 

(A gutter bunny is a 
lightly derisive term used 
by bike messengers to de¬ 
scribe commuter cyclists.) 

Campodonico start¬ 
ed seriously cycling a 
few years ago, when a 
friend invited him to 
do the California 
AIDS Ride. “I thought 
it was a great cause. I started train¬ 
ing, and realized it was something 
I love to do. Now I love doing long 
distance rides. The best thing is to 
go to Marin. Sometimes we go all 
the way to Russian River.” 

Campodonico recently started 
preparing for competitions, fo¬ 
cusing on speed as well as en¬ 
durance. 

Although excited by the races, 
he’s not daunted. “The word on 
the Sydney course as described for 
the road race,” he said, “is that the 
steepest incline is like riding from 
the Cliff House at Ocean Beach.” 

After shipping their boxed 
bikes, the Gutter Bunnies have a 
bit of help down under. “We’ve 
got someone who lives in Sydney 
who is researching bike shops to 
help us do a once-over after we as¬ 
semble them,” said Campodonico.

Tax refund: Jan Zobel gets mobile 


Can drive, 55 

Riding from Portland to San 
Francisco, or down to Los Ange¬ 
les, isn’t on most cyclists list of 
achievements, but 
for Jan Zobel, her 
early cycling 

achievements ran this West 
Coast scenic route. 

But she stopped cycling 
for years, and was only re¬ 
cently inspired to take it 
up again. “Mountain 
biking is new to me, 
but I used to do exten¬ 
sive road cycling.” 
Along with her trek 
to Gay Games, Zobel is going to 
visit New Zealand, the Great Bar¬ 
rier Reef and then the Outback, 
and plans to enjoy a lengthy vaca¬ 
tion amid her daunting competi¬ 
tion. 

“I may have bitten off more 
than I can chew,” said the 55-year- 
old tax accountant. “This is very 
out of character, but I am going to 
Sydney. This will be my first Gay 
Games, and first competition of 
any kind. I’ll be participating in 
the novice section of the moun¬ 
tain bike competition.” 

Zobel’s been enjoying moun¬ 
tain bikes for the past several 
months. While planning to visit 
Sydney as a spectator, she perused 
the many options for sports par¬ 
ticipation, and felt comforted by 
the novice division in the cycling 
events. 

“To me, that’s the whole spirit 
of the Games,” she said. “The 
other part that’s encouraging is 
that the oldest age category is 55 
and up. I won’t be competing 
against 20-year-olds, so since I’ll 
only be competing against people 
my age or older, it’s easier. Not 
that there won’t be some really fast 
senior!”

ganizations.” 

Based upon the premise that 
group activities and community 
service help to build self-esteem 
and a sense of belonging, Q-Force 
members participate in one social 
and up to several volunteer events 
per month. Volunteer opportuni¬ 
ties consist of group projects per¬ 
formed by five to 30 Q-Force par¬ 
ticipants and have included staffing 
“Youthapalooza” at the LGBT 
Community Center’s opening; 
working at the San Francisco Food 
Bank; planting trees with the 
Friends of the Urban Forest; and 
serving other area organizations 
such as New Leaf Outreach to El¬ 
ders and the Tenderloin AIDS Re¬ 
source Center. As July came to an 
end, noted Q-Force members, the 
group had already performed more 
than 175 hours of volunteer service.

Howey, citing polls that link peo¬ 
ple’s concept of self-worth with 
having a larger purpose in the 
community. 

Other research, said Howey, 
suggests that youth who volunteer 
just one hour a week are 50 per¬ 
cent less likely to abuse drugs or 
alcohol, and that volunteer ism al¬ 
lows leadership positions not nor¬ 
mally available to queer youth in 
today’s job market. 

What is also important about 
Q-Force is its sense of communi¬ 
ty that encompasses much more 
than merely gay-specific service. 

“Q-Force goes beyond helping 
those that are under-privileged in 
the queer community to helping 
those in need in other communi¬ 
ties,” said Robin Abad, the group’s 
outreach coordinator. “By doing so 
we hope to increase acceptance of 
queer people and raise an aware¬ 
ness of the connections that exist 
between all marginalized people.” 

At an age when it can be most 
appealing to be more self-in¬ 
volved, Q-Force members are 
often attracted to the group by not 
having to meet minimum volun¬ 
teer commitments and enjoying 
social events worth their weight in 
cute participants. 

“All Q-Force opportunities are 


one-time opportunities so com¬ 
mitment to volunteering after¬ 
wards is not required,” said 
Howey, explaining that many 
youth do not volunteer simply be¬ 
cause they cannot make long¬ 
term commitments to organiza¬ 
tions. “Q-Force also serves to ex¬ 
pose young people to a number of 
agencies so that they may poten¬ 
tially continue work with that 
agency if they see fit at some point 
to make a commitment.” 

And Q-Force social events have 
spanned the genres as well: “Queer 
Love Connection” (with 
polyamorous and pansexual 
rounds), a day in the park, bowl¬ 
ing, and most recently, the “Half- 
assed outfit/Half-year party.” Ad¬ 
ditionally, a citywide scavenger 
hunt is scheduled for next month. 

As an emerging organization 
Q-Force is in need of more dona¬ 
tions - which are tax deductible, 
thanks to fiscal sponsorship by the 
Lavender Youth Recreation and 
Information Center - and of 
course, more members. To be¬

would have known about that.” 

The lobbying effort, according 
to Pursell, brought about 900 
phone calls and faxes into the 
chief’s and mayor’s offices. It got 
the attention of San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors President 
Tom Ammiano, who made calls 
on Pengel’s behalf. Pursell said 
that off-duty police walked the 
beat in the Castro, telling mer¬ 
chants what they thought was in 
the offing. Friday lobbied for Pen- 
gel, telling both Mayor Willie 
Brown and Sanders that, “It would 
be a bad precedent for a new chief 
to make one of his first acts to re¬ 
vert the highest ranking gay or les¬ 
bian in the department.” 

Pursell and Militello said that 
gays and lesbians make up about 
10 percent of San Francisco’s ap¬ 
proximately 2,300-member police 
force and that there is one trans¬ 
gender officer in the SFPD. While 
there are lobbying organizations 
for black cops, Asian cops, and 
Latino cops, LGBT officers have 
never had an effective unified 
voice within the department. 

With the founding of the new 
organization, to be called the 
SFPD Pride Alliance, LGBT police 
plan, according to Militello, to 
start “stepping up to the plate.” 

While the Pengel incident may 
have had its roots mainly in inter¬ 
nal Police Department politics 
and factionalism, the controversy 
has spread beyond the confines of 
a debate over one woman and her 
job. 

Inevitably, the rhetoric sur¬ 
rounding the controversy took on 
an “us” versus “them” overtone, 
with Pengel’s gay proponents ask¬ 
ing about homophobia in the Po¬ 
lice Department. But even accord¬ 
ing to Pengel’s staunchest sup¬ 
porters, the SFPD under recently- 
retired Chief Fred Lau was, ac¬ 


cording to Pursell, one of the most 
gay-friendly in the nation. 

Historically, however, the de¬ 
partment has had a troubled 
record. The founding meeting of 
the Pride Alliance took place 
across the street from former Ele¬ 
phant Walk bar (now called Har¬ 
vey’s), where police broke win¬ 
dows and beat patrons in retalia¬ 
tion for the White Night riots in 
May 1979. 

In October 1989 police at¬ 
tacked demonstrators during an 
AIDS protest, which became 
known as the “Castro Sweep.” 
About 200 police were involved in 
that incident which sealed off the 
Castro and sparked charges of sys¬ 
tematic violence against gays and 
lesbians involved in the protest. 
Ultimately, the commander of the 
tactical unit, Captain Richard 
Cairns, was given a short suspen¬ 
sion. 

After each of these incidents, 
the department tried to improve 
its relations with the LGBT com¬ 
munity. After the Elephant Walk 
incident a gay officer, Paul Seidler, 
was assigned to the community 
relations division. 

But the public responded at 
the ballot box in 1981 by approv¬ 
ing an initiative that reformed the 
department’s internal disciplinary 
process and established the Office 
of Citizen’s Complaints to replace 
the Internal Affairs division. 

Militello herself was assigned 
to the community relations slot in 
1989. William Casey, who was ap¬ 
pointed chief by former Mayor 
Art Agnos, disbanded the com¬ 
munity relations division, which 
was supposed to strengthen rela¬ 
tions with all minority groups, in 
favor of a community policing 
concept where all officers were ex¬ 
pected to be sensitive to the needs 
of the communities they serve. ▼

One step city health officials 
have taken is to launch a new 
“Healthy Penis” campaign. Bus 
shelter posters and newspaper ad¬ 
vertisements have focused on the 
syphilis outbreak and getting gay 
men to get tested. Last weekend 
during the Up Your Alley Fair, a 
man in a seven foot penis costume 
handed out three inch penis and 
syphilis sore toys; the toys are 
stamped with the number to call 


to get tested. 

“I do think the Healthy Penis 
campaign is helping. Gay men are 
talking about syphilis now and 
they weren’t three years ago,” said 
Steve Gibson, the director of a new 
gay men’s health project set to 
open in the Castro this fall. “I have 
heard gay men talking about the 
campaign, so at least the awareness 
is there. Is it the only approach 
needed? Clearly, the answer is no.” 

City health officials are contin¬ 
uing to work with online chat 
room and personals providers to 
ensure safe-sex information is 


posted and available to users. Re¬ 
cently, the health department 
launched new initiatives with 
craigslist.org and convinced 
m4m4sex.com to alter its sub¬ 
scriber’s profiles to include an area 
on safe-sex. 

Also, Gay.com now carries an 
“Ask Dr. Klausner” feature where 
users can chat with Klausner and 
ask him questions about sex and 
STDs. 

“The principal [Web site], 
which unfortunately continues to 
be the largest player, is AOL. We still 
have had zero success in getting ed¬ 


ucation or health promotions in 
AOL chat rooms,” said Klausner. 

With the opening of the new 
health center in the Castro, health 
officials hope by bringing health 
services directly to gay men the 
tide can be turned on the city’s 
rising STD rates. 

“We are going to be right there 
at 18th and Castro. We want to 
create an environment that sup¬ 
ports gay men having a healthy 
sexual life,” said Gibson. “We hope 
that will help in bringing syphilis 
rates, and those of other STDs, 
down again.” ▼

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Challenging 

authority 

Censorship and 
homosexuality in art 

by David Bonetti 


H ow times have changed. In the 
July 14 Sunday New York Times, 
art critic Holland Cotter com¬ 
plained that the huge Andy Warhol 
retrospective now in Los Angeles is 
incomplete because it slights his ex¬ 
plicitly homoerotic work. Cotter 
opened the review with the bold as¬ 
sertion, “Andy Warhol was the most 
important American artist of the sec¬ 
ond half of the 20th century.” Could 
this be the same Times that used to 
feel compelled to get responses from 
the Roman Catholic archdiocese and 
prominent Orthodox rabbis every 
year on the occasion of New York’s 
Gay Pride parade? 

Because he was so “out” as an artist 
and as a person, Andy Warhol, an un- 
apologetic “swish,” was never given 
proper credit by the New York art 

world, which tended to like ks^wstists 

hairy and sweaty. (Think of the 
macho continuum from Jackson Pol¬ 
lock to Richard Serra.) Now Warhol 
is widely acknowledged as its domi¬ 
nant figure. Such a radical change in 
sentiment wouldn’t be the first time a 
former outlaw has been embraced by 
the establishment. All it takes is the 
passage of time, and it often helps, as 
in Warhol’s case, if the artist is not 
around any more to create images 
that disturb the status quo. There is 
nothing more conservative than an 
avant-garde challenged by new ideas.

Meyer’s Outlaw Representation: Cen¬ 
sorship and Homosexuality in Twenti¬ 
eth-Century Art (Oxford University 
Press, $35). Warhol is assigned a cen¬ 
tral chapter, along with others devot¬ 
ed to Paul Cadmus, Robert Map¬ 
plethorpe, David Wojnarowicz, and 
the AIDS activist art collective Gran 
Fury. All share the characteristics that 
they were same-sexers, to use Gore 
Vidal’s preferred term, and that at 
least one time their work was the sub¬ 
ject of censorship. 

The importance of censorship to 
their careers varied significantly. Cad¬ 
mus initially became famous in 1934 
because of the removal of his paint¬ 
ing of carousing sailors on leave, “The 
Fleet’s In!” from public exhibition, 
but censorship didn’t define his long 
career. Mapplethorpe and Wojnarow¬ 
icz had their careers made for them by 
the battles they fought with the forces 
of bigotry and reaction. Mapplethor-

The enduring 
limeliahk 



A ndy Warhol’s influence is huge yet con- 
troversial. His pictures, projects and ideas 
m M have irrevocably altered our ideas about 
m ^ fame, media, privacy, originality, sexu- 
ality and, of course, art. His paintings 
seem as ubiquitous and timeless as his 
W w clever truisms. He’s the rare artist who 

appeared on The Love Boat and was a fixture at Stu¬ 
dio 54, and once proclaimed, “In the future, every¬ 
one will be famous for 15 minutes.” For years, the 
idea’s maintained its strength after being embla¬ 
zoned on bumper stickers and T-shirts. The de¬ 
signer watches, handbags and notebooks available 
at the satellite gift-shop near the entrance to the 
current retrospective Warhol show at LA’s Museum 
of Contemporary Art attests to the enduring Pop 
consumer appeal of his work. One imagines there’s 
no new way to see Warhol and his work. 


The wonderful surprise of the current exhibi¬ 
tion, organized by the Neue Nationalgalerie in 
Berlin, is the confident sense of freshness and artis¬ 
tic integrity. Even with the event status of the ad¬ 
vance ticketing and omnipresent streetlight ban¬ 
ners lining boulevards of Hollywood and beyond, 
a phenomenon the artist surely would have loved, 
this satisfying, smart retrospective holds its own as 
serious, engrossing business. With an exceedingly 
well-selected range of material, primarily paint¬ 
ings, the show attests to Warhol’s astute view of 
American culture as affected by accelerated media 
and the tumultuous socio-economic forces of the 
early 1960s. He created a series of iconic ideas and 
images: the Campbell Soup Cans, the Lizzes, Mar¬ 
ilyns and Jackies, the silk-screened multiples emu¬ 
lating the flicker of projectors and off-register

I f drugs weren’t illegal, I’d sus¬ 
pect that Ken Taylor and An¬ 
drew Barrett have access to 
some primo bud. This odd couple 
has come up with a surprisingly 
funny concoction that is as origi¬ 
nal as it is indescribable. 

The Ken and Andy Show, a co¬ 
production with the New Conser¬ 
vatory Theatre Center, plays by no 
familiar theatrical rules. A Star 
Wars-style introductory scroll 
projected on a large video informs 
us that Ken and Andy are the two 
most self-absorbed people in the 
world. When we finally meet 
them, Ken in his cow-spot paja¬ 
mas and Andy in his green 
Speedo, they confirm their intro¬ 
duction. 

“I am the cause of everything,” 
announces Ken, a notion con¬ 
firmed for him when Sen. Jim Jef¬ 
fords switched parties at the same 
time Ken began masturbating 
with his left hand. 

“I am the greatest theatrical ge¬ 
nius of all time,” states Andy, a 
yoga-obsessed space cadet who is 
ever so proud of his Robert Plant 
hair. 

The straight Ken and the gay 
Andy, both recently dumped by 
their lovers, fantasize (I think) 
that their combined spiritual en¬ 
ergy is needed by a council of 
Yodas to save the world from a 
dominatrix with superpowers and 
a “bitch monkey” at her side. 

There is a channeled stream- 
of-consciousness flavor to the 90- 
minute entertainment that at one 
point finds Ken and Andy called 
in as last-minute substitutions for 
a show at the New Conservatory 
Theatre Center. There really isn’t

much point in further elaborating 
the plot, except to say that laugh¬ 
ter is a fairly constant reaction in 
director Arturo Catricala’s pro¬ 
duction. 

A good deal of the humor 
comes from the performing tal¬ 
ents of Taylor and Barrett, a pair 
of comically talented guys with a 
penchant for merry deconstruc¬ 
tion. Their show is a trip. ▼

they first liked as much as 20 years 
ago still retains its humorous edge. 

This is a tribute to Sears and 
Williams, who have mastered the 
art of finding subtlety in broad 
characters, where even the tiniest 
sigh can get a big laugh by recog¬ 
nizing the reality behind even a 
cartoon-style characterization. 
Sears and Williams, who co-wrote 
the play with director Ed Howard, 
are probably channeling these 
characters by this point, and 
Williams in particular takes a 
minimalist approach that pulls us 
in as we concentrate on the nu¬ 
ance. 

Sears and Williams have said 
that they created Greater Tuna in 
part as a response to the rise of the 
Religious Right in the early Rea¬ 
gan years. Hypocrisy, ignorance, 
and presumptuousness get a good 
going over, especially in the book¬ 
burning activities of the Smut 
Snatchers of the New Order. This 
call for a uniform purity has new 


resonance in today’s world of ABC 
politics (Ashcroft, Bush, and Che¬ 
ney). 

The play, cleverly realized in 
the first act, loses some of its 
steam in the second. The structure 
isn’t as tight, and the humor isn’t 
as potent, with both sentimental¬ 
ity and a bit of genuine creepiness 
worming their way into the pro¬ 
ceedings. 

But Tuna remains a great place 
to visit, especially in the company 
of Williams and Sears, who claim 
this may be their final perfor¬ 
mances in Greater Tuna (but not, 
mind you, in A Tuna Christmas, 
Red, White and Tuna, and what¬ 
ever additional sequels may erupt 
from their curious minds). This 
is a valuable opportunity to see 
the original play with the original 
performers, and for the have-nots 
to be able to join the happy haves 
who know their Tuna. ▼

put him on the map. Corigliano 
has also received a second Gram¬ 
my for his 1996 string quartet, 
written for the Cleveland Quartet, 
and an Oscar for his score to the 
movie The Red Violin. 

Corigliano has a long history 
of involvement with Classical Ac¬ 
tion, an organization that recruits 
classical performers for concerts 
benefiting AIDS research. Michael 
Tilson Thomas, James Levine, Ce¬ 
cilia Bartoli, and Dawn Upshaw 
are among the many who have 
donated their services for Classi¬ 
cal Action benefits. Corigliano 
also moderated May’s Guggen¬ 
heim Museum concerts of the Es¬ 
tate Project for Artists with AIDS, 
and insisted that the program in¬ 
clude music of Robert Chesley, the 
late New York/San Francisco play¬ 
wright whom Corigliano terms “a 
master.” 

A new Mexico 

Between the Adamo and 
Corigliano weekends, the famed 
Bay Area-based Kronos Quartet, 
which includes at least one gay 
member, performs a Wednesday 
evening gala benefit solo recital 
featuring works from their latest, 
absolutely wild CD exploration of 
Mexican music, Nuevo. 

Sunday evening, August 4, 
brings All About Rouse. This pro¬ 
gram of works by Pulitzer Prize- 
and Grammy Award-winning 
composer Christopher Rouse will 
be capped by a post-concert 
“TalkBack Session.” Two Rouse 
West Coast premieres, Envoi and 
Kabir Padavali (with soprano Val- 
dine Anderson), will be heard, 
along with his Phantasmata and 
Phaethon. 

Rouse is a Cabrillo favorite 
whose work and presence have 
highlighted the last few years of 
the Festival. 2001 brought the pre¬ 
miere of his Rapture, a work he 
had initially planned to title Ecsta¬ 
sy until he realized people might 
connect it with the drug.

T he Cabrillo Music Festival, 
the longest-running contin¬ 
uous New Music festival in 
the United States, opens this Fri¬ 
day night in Santa Cruz Civic Au¬ 
ditorium with the Northern Cali¬ 
fornia premiere of Mark Adamo’s 
engaging opera Little Women. 
Based on the classic novel by 
Louisa May Alcott, it boasts a li¬ 
bretto by Terrence McNally, and a 
slew of performances which in¬ 
clude a nationwide PBS telecast. 
The opera will be conducted by 
Cabrillo’s Music Director Marin 
Alsop, one of the world’s few fe¬ 
male orchestral conductors. 

Little Womens three perfor¬ 
mances hardly mark the first time 
that a work by a major gay artist 
(in this case, two, Adamo and Mc¬ 
Nally) has headlined the Festival. 
The Cabrillo Music Festival was 
founded in 1963 by the Dean of 
American gay composers, Lou 
Harrison, in order, to support the 
creation and presentation of new 
work for orchestra. Harrison, Vir¬ 
gil Thomson, Aaron Copland, 
John Cage, and Pauline Oliveros 
are among the gay and lesbian 
artists whose work has been show¬ 
cased at previous Cabrillo Music 
Festivals. Harrison’s American 
Gamelan music is often per¬ 
formed on instruments built by 
his late partner, William Colvig. 
Last year, the Festival performed 
both Harrison’s extraordinary

1954 12-tone opera Rapunzel (a 
reprise of its 1969 West Coast 
Cabrillo Festival premiere), and 
Virgil Thomson’s seldom-heard 
score to Pare Lorentz’s award¬ 
winning 1937 film The River. 

What remains unique about this 
year’s Festival, from a gay stand¬ 
point, is that the last day, Sunday, 
August 11, held in the acoustically 
stunning Mission San Juan Bautista 
south of Santa Cruz, features the 
West Coast premiere of the 2001 
Pulitzer Prize-winning Symphony 
No. 2 by Adamo’s partner, John 
Corigliano. This may be the first 
time that America’s foremost living 
gay musical partnership will receive 
such recognition. Both composers 
will be present for respective per¬ 
formances of their work. 

When asked about the forth¬ 
coming performances of his 
opera, Adamo confessed: “I’d 
known of the Cabrillo Festival for 
years, and envied the orchestral 
composers whose work Marin has 
led so often and so beautifully, but 
I didn’t really know Cabrillo per¬ 
formed opera until Marin in¬ 
quired about my own. Naturally 
I’m delighted, and confident the 
performance will be exemplary.” 

Although Marin Alsop has ex¬ 
pressed a desire to record 
Corigliano’s Symphony No. 2, the 
composer states, “Given how crazy 
things are in the recording indus¬ 
try, no one counts on recordings 
anymore.” Happily, a 1991 record¬ 
ing of his Symphony No. 1 (The 
AIDS Symphony ) won him his 
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Tragic abandon 

'Karmen Gei / 'Girls Can't Swim' open

Y ou don’t come to any ver¬ 
sion of Bizet’s Carmen 
(presently 52 on film) with 
high hopes for the title character’s 
future health and prosperity, but 
that said, Senegalese director 
Joseph Gai Ramaka’s Karmen Gei 
replaces the opera’s normal bag¬ 
gage with a controversial portray¬ 
al of a complex heroine casting 
aside Western music for a hypnot¬ 
ic use of African drums and 
dance. Her bisexuality caused it to 
be banned by the Senegalese gov¬ 
ernment, for fear of riots. The film 
opens a week’s run at the Castro 
on Friday. 

Karmen Gei is off to the races 
in the very first scene, fueled by a 
charismatic lead performance by 
the amazing Djeinaba Diop Gai in 
the title role, legs spread out cen¬ 
ter-stage, as if she were going to 
envelop all of life. Karmen Gei is 
European opera transformed, un¬ 
chained, with its African roots 
showing. The hot opening num¬ 
ber has Karmen devilishly entan¬ 
gled with a female prison warden, 
Angelique (Stephanie Biddle). 
Soon Ramaka’s camera pulls back 
to reveal a fort-like prison (a 
women’s prison on Goree Island, 
reportedly the site of a notorious 
slave castle), with cannons look¬ 
ing out to the sea. The prison set 
has the sweaty, closed-in feeling of 
Stella’s dump in Streetcar. 

Under Ramaka’s exuberant di¬ 
rection, Karmen Gei is a parable of 
a vital if insanely corrupt African 
society. Karmen taunts the dicta¬ 
tor and his henchmen, “You swal¬ 
lowed up the country, but it will 
stick in your throat.” Karmen is 
the spirit of the people. Her red 
blouse flames out in a glorious 
Technicolor not seen since Otto 
Preminger’s Carmen Jones with 
Dorothy Dandridge. This Karmen 
eats men alive, doing exactly as 
she pleases. She must come to a 
bad end, and, playing cards with 
Samba (the avuncular lighthouse- 
keeper), she has a foreboding 
dream of death in the form of 
black faces adorned in white 
masks. 

A vibrant, unforgettable pro¬ 
duction that loses steam only dur¬ 
ing the few moments when Kar¬ 
men is offscreen, the film has laps¬ 
es in logic that may leave you 
scratching your head while tap¬ 
ping your feet. Ramaka makes hip 
use of a time machine full of 
props, including cell phones and 
old cars.

Love is a vagabond child 
who knows no laws.” A good ar¬ 
gument for more films from Sene¬ 
gal.

Sea dreams 

In published photographs, 
Anne-Sophie Birot looks to be 
barely older than the halfway- 
into-their-teens characters who 
act with such clueless abandon 
through her first feature, Girls 
Cant Swim (Filles Ne Savent Pas 
Nager). Based on her short film 
Une vague idee de la mer, Girls 
Can’t Swim fleshes out her belief 
that “adolescence can kill you,” or 
at least somebody uncomfortably 
close to you, in a way that is as 
ruthlessly specific as Larry Clark’s 
Kids. Clark gets a bad rap for his 
“voyeuristic chickenhawkery,” so 

perhaps his harsh, unromantic 
and resolutely unsentimental take 
on teenagers who sleep around is 
more appealing bouncing back to 
us with a French accent. 

Gwen (the up-and-coming 
Isild Le Besco, recently seen oppo¬ 
site Daniel Auteuil in Benoit 
Jacquot’s Sade) and Lise (the 
debut of Karen Alyx) are 15, best 
friends and penpals who have 
spent the last several summers va¬ 
cationing on the Brittany shore, 
where Gwen’s dad is a fisherman. 
The lesbian theme in Girls is real¬ 
ly a handmaiden to its graver con¬ 
cerns about the relations between 
girls and their fathers. Gwen’s 
dad’s boat is broke, and so is he. 
Money squabbles between dad 
and mom send Gwen off to the 
local food-cart run by a robust 
peasant with a skinny sexpuppy of 
a son named Fredo (Julien Cot- 
tereau), who is Gwen’s main but 
far from only squeeze. 

The sudden death of Lise’s fa¬ 
ther (a man she’s never seen, who 
abandoned her to a claustropho¬ 
bic, female-only household) caus¬ 
es her to freak out and run away 
from home while whispering a 
telling lie into Gwen’s cell phone. 
This lie, as much as Lise’s unre¬ 
quited desire for Gwen, sows the 
seeds of a tragedy that filmmaker

1 Summer Shorts' at Exit Theatre

P he only summer shorts you 
I;' usually you see near the Exit 
m Theatre on Eddy Street are 
when a tourist makes a wrong 
turn coming out of a hotel. The 
Summer Shorts now on view in the 
neighborhood are of the theatri¬ 
cal sort, as the Isis Arts Collective 
presents an evening of eight short 
plays. The umbrella title, Summer 
Shorts - Days and Nights, suggests 
a breezy bill of fare, but there 
don’t seem to be any through- 
lines in terms of themes. 

Beginning and ending with 
playlets by Christopher Durang 
and Wendy Wasserstein, the pro¬ 
duction serves mainly to showcase 
the work of five local playwrights 
who are each premiering a new 
work. Of the new works being of¬ 
fered, at least two provide a satis¬ 
fying theatrical experience. 

The first is Tim A. Taylor’s 
nicely performed Sufficient Con¬ 
clusions, a surrealistic extrapola¬ 
tion from one of Samuel Butler’s 
famous quotations: “Life is the art 
of drawing sufficient conclusions 
from insufficient premises.” In the 
case of Taylor’s piece, it is a father 
and son who must feel their way 
through life despite only pinhole 
glimpses of meaning and direc¬ 
tion. 

“He’ll never wear shoes,” barks 
a maternity nurse (Breanne Rus¬ 
sell) to a new father, slamming her 
little glass window before the be¬ 
wildered dad can ask why the 
barefoot newborn will remain 
barefoot. We drop in on father 
(Leo Lawhorn) and son (Bret An¬ 
derson) at various times as more 
of life’s mysteries are obliquely en¬ 


capsulated in an oddly appealing 
fashion by the playwright. 

The highlight of the second act 
is Tom W. Kelly’s Faded Pho¬ 
tographs, an unabashedly senti¬ 
mental tale of lovers reunited that 
is winning because it doesn’t pre¬ 
tend to be something else. It all 
takes place on a gay cruise, where 
old regrets can find release under 
the stars, surrounded by dark 
ocean, and with a dance floor 
nearby. Chip Hroncich and Leo 
Lawhorn give life to principals ex¬ 
periencing the surprise reunion. 

Mike Ward, who directed all 
eight pieces, also wrote the one 
that most suggests the Summer 
Shorts moniker. In Sands Through 
the Hourglass, three sisters at the 
beach argue and complain about 
each other and their childhoods, 
and there it about stays, despite 


focused work by Celeste Colt, El¬ 
isha Pluhar, and Alexandria Ka- 
prielian. 

Also on the bill is Daniel Vojir’s 
The Two Mrs. M’s, which is about 
two middle-European women sit¬ 
ting around talking. Though nice¬ 
ly observed by June Stoddart and 
Micalee Ellswythe, it doesn’t quite 
pay off. What all Russ Duffy’s The 
Swag: Limbo is about didn’t stick, 
to be truthful, though I wrote 
“Godot” next to the title in my 
program. 

Of the Durang/Wasserstein 
contributions, their joint take on 
Medea makes the strongest im¬ 
pression. References include 
Whitewater (remember that?) and 
“Stop the insanity!” (remember 
that?), examples of the fearless 
disposability that makes Durang 
such a hoot for the moment. ▼ 


Hanoi meets Mississippi 

PBS presents ' Mai's America' on 'P.O.V.'

E ducational exchange pro¬ 
grams that allow high school 
students to do their senior 
year abroad always carry the 
promise of adventure and excite¬ 
ment in foreign lands. But when 
the exchange student is a young 
woman from Hanoi who descends 
into rural Mississippi, the result is 
something no one could predict. 
Director Mario Poras follows 
young Mai on a painful journey of 
discovery in the PBS P.O.V. 
episode Mai’s America, airing on 
KQED (Channel 9) Tuesday night 
at 10 p.m. 

In Hanoi, Mai is an upper- 
middle-class girl who lives with 
her family in a small tourist hotel 
they own and operate. But upon 
her arrival in rural Mississippi, she 
finds herself in the household of 
unemployed, self-proclaimed red¬ 
necks who accepted an exchange 
student to relieve their own 
teenage daughter’s sense of lone¬ 
liness and isolation. Mai, who is 
quiet and thoughtful, discovers 
the burdens of religious funda¬ 
mentalism the hard way when she 
strikes up a friendship with a local 
crossdressing gay boy. 

Mai tries to fit in and to survive 
economically, but her host coun¬ 
try seems to offer more obstacles 
than opportunities. And when she

invites her crossdressing 
boyfriend to be her escort to the 
prom, she gets lots of feedback 
from her peers regarding the de¬ 
generate nature of homosexuals. 
Intimidated by her high school 
friends, she stifles her belief that 
God makes no mistakes and loves 


gay people equally, and invites an¬ 
other exchange student from 
Spain to take her to the prom in¬ 
stead. But this is just one in a se¬ 
ries of awkward and sometimes 
heartbreaking misfires Mai en¬ 
dures on her journey through 
America. 

Director Poras nicely frames 
her documentary with an opening 
segment showing Mai at home in 
Vietnam, imagining an America 
she knows only from images pro¬ 
vided by Hollywood. Expecting 
paradise on earth, she gets a harsh 
dose of reality, American-style, in 
the 18 months she lives in the 
United States. There are many 
laugh-out-loud moments in this 
provocative study of cultures 
clashing, but the overall tone of 
the work is quite melancholy. 

Mai wants an American college 
education, but her dream begins 
to dissolve before her eyes. Her 
gay boyfriend goes back in the 
closet, returning to Sunday church 
services and setting fire to all his 
drag outfits in the backyard. And 
Mai laments her own lack of 
courage in failing to take him to 
the prom, and his inability to be 
who he is without apology. But to 
find out how, and why, Mai ends 
up giving pedicures in a Detroit 
nail salon, you’ll have to tune into 
Mai’s America. This compelling 
work is well worth your invest¬ 
ment of time. ▼ 
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We Feature 52 Private Rooms & More. 
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have taken the opportunity to

! || ole Porter might have said 
life is like a bowl of cherries, 
but increasingly we believe 
life is like an R.E.M. song: It’s the 
end of the world as we know it. 
And we don't feel fine. In fact, we 
feel so bad, we don’t know where 
to begin. 

It’s been another week 
of tragedies, all borne 
witness to by the great 
eye of TV: little girls 
kidnapped and killed; 
crazy attention-seek¬ 
ers putting the entire 
West Coast at risk of 
incineration 
with casually 
started forest 
fires that now 
threaten the world’s oldest living 
things, California’s giant sequoias; 
Israel, crazed with grief over too 
many suicide bombings, losing 
track of her moral compass, send¬ 
ing an American missile into the 
home of a known terrorist, but 
killing scores of children in their 
sleep. 

And then there’s the stock 
market, which the Marxists 
among us might feel deserves to 
plummet, except it is the workers 
who are losing their life savings, 
whether they are invested or not. 

It seems just a few years ago 
when summer was TV’s down 
season. No new shows, no news, 
no nothing. The nadir of nada. 
We miss those lazy, crazy, hazy 
days of reruns. Summer TV has 
become a whole new (pretty 
creepy) ball game. 

There remain, of course, mo¬ 
ments of levity: News that Liza 
Minnelli and gay husband Num¬ 
ber X will do a reality TV show 
come fall in which they bare all 
(The Osbournes Go to Vegas?), pit¬ 
ted against the Anna Nicole Smith 
reality show ( The T & A Follies), 
brought a chuckle. Watching the 
loser from ABC’s The Bachelor 
chosen as star of The Bachelorette 
was a nice twist, too, though we 
wonder why ABC decided against 
calling it The Spinster. Finding out 
cutiepie American Idol semi-final¬ 
ist Delano Cagnolatti was 29 (five 
years over the cut-off age), not 23 
as he had proclaimed, was a sur¬ 
prise, yet somehow we think get¬ 
ting cut from the show for lying 
may have the Vanessa Williams ef¬ 
fect — getting him more press 
than if he actually won. And we 
loved the premiere of Fox’s most 
disgusting reality show yet, 30 Sec¬ 
onds to Fame. Yes, Virginia, people 
will do anything to be on TV. Any¬ 
thing. 

But back to the tragedies. Our 
environmental side shivers at the 
appalling fires throughout the 
West, and the amoral creatures 
who think nothing of destroying 
thousands of acres of forest and 
hundreds of homes while killing 
countless birds and animals for 
their own miscreant ends. The 
fires in the sequoias have been so 
extreme they have been pho¬ 
tographed from space. The only 
way to stop such heinous acts is to 


attach extremely long prison sen¬ 
tences to them. The casualties of 
these fires are so many and so var¬ 
ied they’re almost incalculable. 

Also incalculable is the horror 
attached to the kidnap, sexual as¬ 
sault and murder of five-year-old 
Samantha Runnion, snatched 
from outside her California home 
several weeks ago and buried last 
weekend (on what would have 
been her sixth birthday) 
after a wrenchingly 
emotional service at 
the Crystal Cathedral 
attended by interna¬ 
tional news cameras 
and 5,000 Californi¬ 
ans. 

Runnion’s 
murder was a 
crime solved 
as much by 
TV as by policework. A descrip¬ 
tion of the kidnap vehicle and the 
kidnapper was rendered with in¬ 
credible accuracy by Samantha’s 
five-year-old playmate and plas¬ 
tered on every TV screen in the 
nation. Pleas for tips on morning 
and evening news shows, inter¬ 
views with a distraught father and 
scenes of a shattered mother, all 
led to the capture of Alejandro 
Avila, whose pedophile practices 
had not escaped arrest but had 
eluded conviction in previous 
cases. 

The Runnion case acts as a 
chilling reminder to homophobes 
that pedophilia and homosexual¬ 
ity are not the same thing. It 
would have been helpful if some 
of the news attention on the case 
had focused on this fact. It’s cer¬ 
tainly not too late to do so. 

Complex nightmare 

News from the Middle East 
was superseded by the stock mar¬ 
ket until the end of last week when 
Israel made a midnight raid on 
the home of a suspected Hamas 
terrorist. The F-16 missile launch 
killed the terrorist — as well as his 
wife and children. It also decimat¬ 
ed several adjoining apartment 
complexes, killing numerous chil¬ 
dren and injuring over a hundred, 
many seriously. The deaths may 
have been “collateral damage” in 
the undeclared war between Israel 
and the Palestinian territories, but 
the counterpoint of thousands of 
Palestinians marching through the 
streets led by a father holding the 
dead body of his two-month-old 
baby girl aloft while Prime Minis¬ 
ter Ariel Sharon called the raid Is¬ 
rael’s “most successful” was ap¬ 
palling. 

Israel may rightly be tired of 
having to maintain the moral 
high-ground in the insidious vio¬ 
lence of Palestinian suicide bomb¬ 
ings against innocent Israeli civil¬ 
ians, but these were pictures 
worth the proverbial 1,000 words. 
The bombing became Israel’s 
most successful public relations 
nightmare. In a world always a 
breath away from anti-Semitism, 
the image of an Israeli-driven 
American fighter plane killing 
children while they slept is one of 
aggressor, not victim. The vio¬ 
lence against Israelis has been 


egregious, but turnabout is not 
fair play. Nor does it fare well in 
the court of public opinion when 
the TV cameras are everywhere. 
Israel must remember, the whole 
world is watching. 

Speaking of public opinion, 
the darling of the links, Tiger 
Woods, put a cleated shoe deftly 
into his mouth and down his 
throat last week at the British 
Open. When asked for comment 
on the PGA decision to hold the 
American Nationals at Augusta, 
which still bans women (this dur¬ 
ing the British Open, where the 
club in Muirshead also still bans 
women), Woods shrugged and 
said, “They [the clubs] are entitled 
to make their own rules.” Which 
were, not so long ago, Mr. Woods, 
to ban people of color like your¬ 
self. Woods could have and should 


out his GC stocks just before they 
dipped from $52 per share to 5 
cents.

Butoh fest bows out 

I t’s your final chance to see it, so consider making an extra effort 
this weekend and next to get out and experience “The Grande Fi¬ 
nale” of the “San Francisco Butoh Festival,” which Dance- 
Network is retiring after eight spectacular seasons. Founded in 1995 
by Brechin Flournoy with Takami Craddock, the festival has earned 
much respect by highlighting up-and-coming and established stars 
of the Butoh dance world. The art form has earned a considerable 
following in the Bay Area, and other theaters and companies will 
continue to showcase the form in various guises, but it’s the end of 
the road for the SF Butoh Fest, because Dance-Network's board and 
founding director have decided “to concentrate on refocusing the 
organization’s mission, and to build it’s infrastructure.” 

The festival departs gracefully with Season 8, kicking off with a 
free open-air celebration at Yerba Buena Gardens (701 Mission 
St. at 3rd St.) on Saturday, August 3 at 1 p.m. Performers there will 
include Dean Street Foo Dance of New York; John Doyle’s Bay 
Area-based Medicine Wheel Dance Project; Deborah Butler of 
Massachusetts; the Red Junk-et Butoh Company of Utah; and Julie 
Becton Gillum of North Carolina. 

The meat of the festival is at Fort Mason’s Cowell Theater 
(Marina & Buchanan sts.), where performances start on Thursday, 
August 8 and continue through Sunday, August 11, with showtimes 
at 8 p.m. (7 p.m. Sunday). The seasoned performers appearing in¬ 
clude Su-En of Sweden, who studied in Japan and has toured 
world-wide with her own Butoh company (she’ll be doing a piece 
called “Headless”); Kathy Rose of New York City, who likewise stud¬ 
ied in Japan and has performed internationally; and Hiroko 
Tamano of the Harupin-Ha Butoh Company, originally based in 
Tokyo but relocated in 1987 to Berkeley. Joining them will be 
emerging local artists Megan Nicely and Molly Barrons. 

The final night, August 11, presents another stellar line-up in¬ 
cluding Ledoh’s SALT FARM; Michael Sakamoto; RK Corral; He¬ 
lena Thevenot; P.A.N.; plus installation performance by Human 
Sewing Machine 8r Kinji Hayashi. 

All of this adds up to potentially electrifying displays of the 
dance of agony-*- and what could be more appropriate in this era 
of nuclear saber-rattling? Butoh offers psychic release from bot¬ 
tomless, bottled-up fears. To watch grotesque, ghostly white figures 
contort themselves is to identify with the pioneers of the post-Hi¬ 
roshima/Nagasaki art form, Tatsumi Hijikata and Yoshito Ono, 
who were responding to the extraordinary angst of their genera¬ 
tion. Their post-apocalyptic art form seethes with inner 
torture.The convoluted movements of Butoh are motivated not by 
outward stimuli, but by seared souls seeking to be quenched. The 
dancers yearn for a kind of death and rebirth, but in Butoh, rebirth 
is never a given, and that’s the ultimate fear: that the end is the end, 
period, that’s all, folks. Of all anxieties, this is the hardest to ex¬ 
punge, making Butoh an exquisite dance of pain.V

P ity poor Ty Fox. The guy 
just can’t get a break. 
Maybe he’s got some sort of 
jinx on him. First, his profession¬ 
al life and marriage were ruined in 
1996 when his association with 
gay porn was revealed. Then, in 
1997, his return to porn was 
scuttled when he signed up 
with a second-rate compa¬ 
ny whose product stunk. 

This time out, after an 
absence of over four 
years, he’s signed up 
with Jet Set Productions. 

Although their recent re¬ 
leases like 
Jackham- 
mered and 
Dante’s Sex 
Scandal were fairly stimulating, 
they strike out with Jet Set Muscle. 
It’s beyond me why Ty has been 
rechristened J. Steele for this 
comeback.

At any rate, in this one, Ty 
heads an academy that instructs 
personal trainers in how to be 
most personally personal.

aspects of printing technologies — 
all are given serious consideration. 

Arranged chronologically, with 
occasional thematic interruptions, 
the show traces a lifetime progres¬ 
sion. The early ’60s were clearly 
Warhol’s watershed days. His out¬ 
put just in 1962 is mind-boggling, 
not to mention stunning. It’s the 
year he introduced the Campbell 
Soup paintings, 210 Coca Cola 
Bottles, dollar-bill paintings, the 
first Marilyn paintings, paint-by- 
numbers paintings, the first disas¬ 
ter pieces, the whole idea of hav¬ 
ing paintings made in a “Factory.” 
The strength of Warhol’s con¬ 
cepts, of reflecting the phenome¬ 
non of mass media, the way it can 
equalize the meaning of a glam¬ 
orous movie star or a real-life car 
crash, and of the beauty in the 
pattern of mass-produced repeti¬ 
tion, had more than enough 
steam to power successful works 
through the rest of that decade. 

Gallery after gallery at MoCA 
(the show fills the entire museum) 
features paintings that impress 
with their visual command. Some 
of the works are borrowed from 
European sources, reflecting a dif¬ 
ferent perspective, perhaps a more 


serious tone to the subject matter 
— some of the most harrowing 
disaster and suicide pieces are in 
Swiss and German collections. 
Another European style indicator 
might be the refreshing lack of ex¬ 
planatory wall texts. The work 
speaks for itself (though experts 
speak on the audio tour). 

Andy’s gaydar 

In that regard, Warhol’s gay 
identity does enter the frame, if 
controversially. The exhibition be¬ 
gins with the earliest of works, a 
1942 self-portrait that might be an 
instructional image for develop¬ 
ing gaydar. His androgynous vis¬ 
age has thick lips and sculpted 
eyebrows, he stares directly with 
wide but sensitive eyes, carefully 
drawn as if in applied eyeliner. In 
the gallery, he faces a wall of illus¬ 
trative golden boys, male nudes 
on paper, rendered in ink and gold 
leaf. Some are on pink back¬ 
grounds, others on white, but the 
viewpoint is unabashedly, preco¬ 
ciously gay. These guys are drawn 
in the commercial style that more 
often is associated with his de¬ 
lightful but harmless drawings of 
ladies’ shoes. In these initial gal¬ 
leries, the naked man is the covet¬ 
ed form, not consumer items. 

There are some fab mid-1950s 
pictures of matadors and naked 


men holding a kitty that reside 
somewhere between illustration 
and lust. There’s a gay male ebul¬ 
lience to these pieces that pretty 
much evaporates as the show goes 
on. By 1960, the male form is 
neutered in the newspaper hernia- 
ad appropriation painting, 
“Where Is Your Rupture?” 

In a recent New York Times ar¬ 
ticle, critic Holland Cotter ques¬ 
tioned the show’s inattention to 
Warhol’s identity as a “public 
sissy.” Indeed, the artist, when seen 
in recorded interviews, is unques¬ 
tionably queer, yet perhaps to the 
general public he was seen as an 
alien — that is, a swishy artist in a 
silver wig. 

The exhibition, which is keen¬ 
ly focused on painting and works 
on paper, not the more sexually 
explicit films and photographs (a 
Warhol film series, astutely curat¬ 
ed by LA critic Bruce Hainley, 
screens at the American Cine¬ 
matheque), steers clear of the cult 
of personality, where perhaps 
queerness may need to be more 
directly addressed. Though there 
are self-portraits, they are here as 
examples of a serious artistic 
genre, not celebrity status. 

Concealed identity 

Still, as any chronologically 
arranged retrospective might, a 
sense of biography emerges. The 
second half of the exhibition, with 
works from the 1970s and ’80s, 
feels less focused and perhaps 
more restrained. There are many 
successful, striking images here — 
the haunting 1981-2 silkscreen 
“Knives,” a selection of celebrity 
portraits including some fab Lizas 
from 1979, the 1978 abstract “Ox¬ 
idization Painting,” upon which 
the artist urinated to create gestur¬ 
al passages on a metal-primed can¬ 
vas — yet it’s harder to get a handle 
on the creative path. Somehow it 
seems fitting, and a little bit sad, 
that one of the last works in the 
show is the massive 1986 “Camou¬ 
flage.” It’s a nine-by-35-ft. canvas of 
a pattern of concealment. A late 
self-portrait, one of the 1986 ones

with the artist wearing the spiky 
wig, shares the room. This may be 
a value judgment by the show’s cu¬ 
rator, yet the trajectory of Warhol’s 
life wasn’t exactly a happy one: the 
world was provided with a portrait 
of a man mired in stingy minutia 
when his diaries were published 
posthumously. 

The bittersweet ending, how¬ 
ever, is counteracted in the show 
by a light-soaked gallery filled 
with a giant Chairman Mao por¬ 
trait, flower paintings and skull 
silkscreens. The room is a glorious 
reminder of the durability of 
Warhol’s ideas, and the massive 
contribution he made to modern 
art. The retrospective will keep 
you in the museum, and stick in 
your mind for a heck of a lot 
longer than his 15-minute lime¬ 
light prediction. T

reported in patients receiving KALETRA. Tell your doctor if you have or 
have had liver disease such as hepatitis.

Generic Name: lopinavir/ritonavir 
(lop-IN-uh-veer/rit-ON-uh-veer) 

Read this leaflet carefully before you start taking KALETRA. Also, read it 
each time you get your KALETRA prescription refilled, in case something 
has changed. This information does not take the place of talking with your 
doctor when you start this medicine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if 
you have any questions about KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and 
ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of medicine called an HIV (human 
immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is 
always used in combination with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people 
with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults 
and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune 
system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to 
multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HIV in your blood and increases 
the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces 
the chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system 
is weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of 
KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking KALETRA may still 
get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus 
infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. Continue to practice safe sex and do not 
use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not change 
your treatment or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. 
The dose of KALETRA may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The usual dose 
for adults is 3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 5.0 mL of the oral solution twice a 
day (morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 months 
to 12 years of age can also take KALETRA. The child’s doctor will decide the 
right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking 
with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor 
or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of virus in your 
blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short time. The 
virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give KALETRA to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA, 
take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose at its regular 
time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait 
and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, 
contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately. 
As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach 
of young children. KALETRA liquid contains a large amount of alcohol. If a 
toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the recommended dose 
of KALETRA, it could make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your 


local poison control center or emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right 
for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could 
cause serious side effects that could cause death. Before you take 
KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are 
taking or are planning to take. These include other prescription and non¬ 
prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please 
read the section titled “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its 
ingredients, including ritonavir or lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take 
without a prescription. You must tell your doctor about all the medicines 
you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA: 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can 
cause serious problems or death if taken with KALETRA. 

- Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine 
such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, 
Methergine, and others 

- Halcion® (triazolam) 

- Hismanal® (astemizole) 

- Orap® (pimozide) 

- Propulsid® (cisapride) 

- Rythmol® (propafenone) 

- Seldane® (terfenadine) 

- Tambocor™ (flecainide) 

- Versed® (midazolam) 

•Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, 
Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. Rifampin may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an 
herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. 
John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take St. 
John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and 
lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to KALETRA or cross¬ 
resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® 
(lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible serious 
reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between 
KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to your doctor before you take 
any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose 
of other medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. Remember to tell 
your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor 
about problems these two medicines can cause when taken together. 
You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low blood 
pressure, vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. 
If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help right away to 
avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these 
symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ("the pill") to prevent pregnancy, you 
should use an additional or different type of contraception since 
KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood. Your doctor may increase your dose of KALETRA 
if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose 
of Mycobutin. 

•A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you are 
taking or planning to take metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nausea 
and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours after 
KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side 
effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should report any new 


or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your 
doctor may be able to help you manage these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are 
thought to be drug related are: abnormal stools (bowel movements), 
diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. Children taking 
KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

•Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver 
problems. People with liver disease such as Hepatitis B and Hepatitis C 
who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems 
including death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In studies, it 
is unclear if KALETRA caused these liver problems because some 
patients had other illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with their 
pancreas (pancreatitis), which may cause death. You have a higher chance 
of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doctor if you have 
nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The 
long-term chance of getting complications such as heart attacks or stroke 
due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by protease 
inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking 
protease inhibitors such as KALETRA. Some patients had diabetes before 
starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need changes 
in their diabetes medicine. Others needed new diabetes medicine. 

• Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking antiretroviral 
therapy. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the upper 
back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of fat 
from the legs, arms and face may also happen. The cause and long term 
health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. However, 
these side effects may have been due to other medicines that patients were 
taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects can be serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of 
KALETRA on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking KALETRA. 
You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a woman who has 
or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your 
baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, 
there is a chance that HIV can be transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected with 
Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your doctor before taking KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new 
or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Tell your doctor if you have 
diabetes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have increased bleeding. 
How do I store KALETRA?

' Salesman' out on DVD

ommon myth suggests that 
the late 1960s in America 
was an era of such tumult 
that every corner of society was 
affected. The fashions and sensi¬ 
bilities of popular culture con¬ 
tributed to the idea more than 
anything, even more than the 
nightly news. Young people sud¬ 
denly dominated society, blew 
down the doors of convention, 
and made hippies out of such 
middle-aged relics as Shelley Win¬ 
ters (Wild in the Streets ), and Bob 
Hope and Jane Wyman (How to 
Commit Marriage). Wasn’t every¬ 
body dropping acid and musing 
over the cryptic meanings in 2001 
and Blowup? Richard Nixon and 
John Wayne mocked their own 
stodginess on Laugh-In. Agnes 
Moorehead found a guru and 
began wearing the world’s loudest 
caftans on Bewitched. Even the 
Robinsons of Lost in Space took to 
mini-skirts and go-go boots, even 
though they were light-years from 
Earth. 

Salesman, the exquisite 1969 
documentary from David 
Maysles, Albert Maysles and Char¬ 


lotte Zwerin, reveals a different 
America. Here are the no-name 
drones of capitalism trudging 
through the dreary landscapes of 
Middle America, preying on the 
vulnerable. Their ties are dark and 
narrow, and their suits and shirts 
stink of countless cigarettes. The 
four main “protagonists” speak to 
us like ghostly and forgotten mod¬ 
ern nomads. Cars, hotel rooms, 
living rooms, the Maysles gained 
access to the intimate spaces of the 
lower middle classes as the sales¬ 
men exercised every tactic of per¬ 
suasion in unloading their $49.95 
product. Yes, you have a beloved 
family Bible, but this one has 
magnificent pictures. You have 
two kids and one Bible — who 
will inherit? I can come back to¬ 
morrow to collect that deposit, 
and we have an easy payment 
plan. Of course, these guys don’t 
talk about the Bible during off- 
hours; perhaps they’ve never read 
it. All focus is on making that 
quota. One startling scene shows 
a salesman turning on another, 
scoring a sale on a weaker door- 
to-door brother. 

Salesman has the documentar- 
ian’s ring of truth to it, forsaking 
plot for direct observation, using 



long takes, and refusing voiceover 
narration or any trickery of the 
feature movie. Even the wipers 
sweeping across a snowy wind¬ 
shield have the sound of aged au¬ 
thenticity. Some kind of narrative 
creeps in by accident, as the “Bad¬ 
ger” fails at making sales, growing 
more desolate right before us. The 
uncompromising unprettiness of 
Salesman ranks with Holy Ghost 
People, Peter Adair’s classic 1966 
documentary of the snake-han¬ 
dling Christians of Scrabble 
Creek, West Virginia. Both reveal 
a part of us we’d just as soon for¬ 
get, but both demand that we look 
again. V

Dean also 
noted that each state should do 
what Vermont did and address the 
issue. “It’s about fairness and 
human rights,” he declared.
